* QuEBEc, Que., Oct. 27.—The departure of 
Lord Lorne and the Princess Louise this 
morning tor England in the steamship Sar- 


demonstration. It was generally understood 
that the steamship would leave about 10, and 
punctually at that hour the Marquis and 
Princess Louise left' the citadel in an open 
carriage, accompanied by Col. de Winton 
and Maj. Collins. The escort was furnished 
by the Queen’s OWn Canadian Hussars, 
officers and non-commissioned officers only. 
Crowds of people had assembled and the ut- 
mostenthusiasm prevailed. Dufferin terrace 
and its approaches were crowded with peo- 
ple, who loudly cheered as the party drove 
by. Opposit the post-office was suspended 
across the street the mutto, “Come back 
again.” Allan’s wharf, where the Sardinia 
lay with steam up, was crowded. The guard 
of honor was furnishedgby the Eighth Royal 
Rifles of this city. Thé departure from the 
citadel and the progress of the reyal party 
was made known to those in waiting on Al- 
jlan’s whart by the heliograph signal. On 
the arrival at the wharf the Marquis and 
Princess were received bv a brilliant 
military staff. On Jeaving their carriage 
her hoyal Highness=and Lord Lorne spent 
some time on the whart shaking hands with 
a large number of ladies and gentlemen 
present. ‘The party then embarked, walk 
over the carpeted gangway.

A GIGANTIC MASTODON FOUND. 
Toronto, Can., Oct. 27.—Prof. Hirsehfel- 
der, American Vice-Co nsul here, has just 
discovered portions of the skeleton of a 
monster mastodon on a farm at Woodstock, 
about fifty miles from here. Twelve years 
ago, while some lavorers were engaged in 
digzing a drain on the farm where portions 
of the skeleton were found, they came across 
a gigantic bone, which they threw toe one 
side, and nothing more was thought of it by 


them. Other bones were found about two 


years ago and exhibited, but only this 
week id news of the discoyery 
reach Prof. MHirsehfelder, and now 


gang of men are digging a ditch seventy-five 
feet long and forty feet wide to look for the 
skeleton, and already fully half of the bones 
of a gigantic mastodon have been found, 
‘They were found about four feet below the 
surface - in a remarkably good state of 
preservation. Several of the ribs, which 
have been brought here, measure forty-four 
inches long by twelveinches in cireumfer- 
ence. ‘The lower jaw is three feet long, and 
must have weighed on a live animal 150 
pounds. ‘The surface of one of the teeth i& 
seven inches long by four inches wide. One

Tracical Scene in His Trial for the 
Murder of Anderson, a Fellow=-Con- 
vict.

THE CITIZENS’ ASSOCIATION. 

The extent of the infinence exerted by the 
annual reports of the Citizens’ Association 
cannot bé determined by any rule of mathe- 
matics. There are times when the citizens 
and taXpayers, utterly discouraged at the 
manifold abuses in the City Government and 
at official disregard ot public opinion, are in- 
clined to think that the Citizens’ Association 
is of no more service to society than the 
proverbial tifth wheel is toa vehicie. But it 
is by persistence and iteration that the public 
is impressed with a sense of its own wrongs 
or incited to an impulse for reform, and the 
Citizens’ Association provides the only means 
for constant agitation, It may be concluded 
fairly, therefore, that soni@ of the steps 
toward an improved condition of the streets 
and sanitary régime of Chicago, which are 
noted in the annual report just published, 
have been due to the efforts of the Citizens’ 
Association, and it may be hoped that con- 
tinued efforts will yet lead to the eradication 
or partial abatement of some of the glaring 
abuses which remain. 

The current report makes a running re- 
view of the various conditions which are in- 
jurious or annoylne—such as the smoke 
nuisanee, the stenches, the river, the bridges, 
etc., and indicates that the oflicers and 
agents of the association are continuing 
their efforts in behalf of the public. But there 
is asuspicion that the active members of 
the association do pot jake the practical 
measures which commend themselves to the 
politicians ‘who control the City Govern- 
ment. It is not intended to suggest that 
they should treat with the Common Council 
or the authorities after the manner of the 
corporatiops which desire new privileges or 
seek to escave certain obligations. The Citi- 
zens’ Association could not enter into bar- 
gains and trades with go betweens nor sac- 
rifice its own dignity and the cause of public 
morality by corrupt argangements with the 
powers that be# At the same time it should 
recognize the fact that the City Government 
of Chicago is in the hands of a 
clique which takes a practical, not to 
say mercantile, view of the authority 
it exercises, and there are two or three men 
who would be found efficient in securing the 
enforcement of the smoke, stench, fire, and 
other ordinances if they could be convinced 
that there is “no money in it” and that they 
might thereby eonciliate public opinion with- 
out foregoing any opportunity for plunder. 


| These people might be cultivated to advan- 


tage by the Citizens’ Association. 

An illystration of the point to which the 
attention gf the Citizens’ Association is di- 
rected way be found in the. recent renewal 
of the street-railway franchises. The annual 
report sets forth that the association satis- 
fied itself that the original contract between 
the city and the companies was void and that 
the railroad corporations would probably be 
able to continue under the Ninety-nine- 
Years act of the Legislature; consequently 
the association abandoned the struggle for 


the valuable privileges enjoyed by the com- 
panies and acquiesced in an arrangement 
for car licenses which leaves the compauies 
free to pay more or less into the City 
Treasury according to the accuracy with 
which they may keep the record of car trips. 
That is the theoretic view of the transac- 
ition. The practical version is, that it cost 
the car companies a round hundred thousand 
to secure a renewal of their privileges and 
comparative immunity from license obliga- 
tions which might have amoywted to some- 
thing. if this be a correct statement of the 
case, the Citizens’ Association must conclude 
that it cannot afford to ignore the practical 
methods of City Government; and, while it 
cannot hope to compete with corporations 
which present tangibie reasons for tangible 
benefits they seel:, it may avail itseif ot the 
assistance of the “workers” in projects 
where money is not involved. 

The report is weak in its comments on 
saioon licenses. Tine State law is igdorsed 
with some show of enthusiasm, and Mr. Car- 
penter, the President of the association, was 
one of the warmest and most active friends 
of the State law while it was pending in the 
Legisiature. But it is rather strange that 
the action of the Council and the Mayor in 
substituting the $103 licetise ordinance 
should receive quasi approval. The fact is 
ignored that the increased license imposed 
by the city authorities was alopted merely

nullified the law for a year, and should have 
sought to arouse vigorous public indignation 
over the swindle. | 

The association intimates a purpose to en- 
ter into some loca! investigation of thé rela- 
tions between capital and labor. The wisdom 
of such a proceeding may well be doubted. 
The peculiar function of the association is to 
agitate for local municipal reforms, and it is 
by that means it can serve the community 


best. The relations between labor and capital 


can be left safely to the law of supply and 
demand, and the struggle suggested to both 
sides by self-interest will continue in spite 
of investigations, National or local. If the 
Citizens’ Association can report actual im- 
provement in municipal atfairs a year from 
now, and in the meantime work to that 
end, its time will be employea to better ad- 
vantage than it ean be in any outside mat- 
ters. 


THE CENTRAL REPUBLICAN CLUB. 


The Central Republican Club seems to. 


contain abundant and fruitful seeds of dis- 
eord, Which will eoptribute more to the in- 
jury than the benefit of the party in its local 
struggles unless they be plucked out and 
cast away. Perhaps some progress has been 
made toward this end by the substitution of 
a platform or constitution declaring simply 
that ‘* the object of the club is the success of 
the Republican party at the polis.’”’ That 
declaration is candid and legitimate. It tells 
the precise purpose for which the club was 
organized. Party success may uot be the 
highest aim to be achieved by an organiza- 
tion of citizens, but it is the practical! object 
in view in this case, and it is just as well to 
avow that factand go to work. When the 
phrase, “ the proper enforcement of all the 
laws, local and State,’’ was incorporated in 
the constitution of the club there was 


probably no thought of the old de 
funct State Sunday law, but some 
marplot persons persisted in putting 


that construction upon it. It cannot be de- 
nied any such impression would inter- 
fere materially @vith the prime obdject of 
the club in advancing party interest. The 
Sunday-coercion question cannot be agitatea 
even inferentially in Chicago without dam- 
age to the city and the taxpayers. It has 
served om mofe than one occasion to throw, 
the conteol of municipal affairs into the 
hands of a lawless, corrupt, and untrust- 
worthy class of blackmailing buinmers. Lis 
more responsible than all other issues for the 
abuses of our City Government. Tne effortto 
fix upon the Central Club a desire to renew 
the impracticable Sunday agitation was prob- 
ably malicious and intended to help the bum- 
mers, but it was necessary to the real mission 
of the club to rid itself of the suspicion, no 
matter how unjust. If the Central Chub was 
organized, as every one supposes, to promote 
the success of the Republican party at the 
‘polis by individual and concerted effort, then 
no other declaration of purpose is neces- 
sary. The men who join this club. have 
their own reasons for believing,that the Re- 
publicaa control of local affairs will guaran- 
tee better government than can be secured 
from doggery control. Those who do not 
hold this conviction will not joinit. But the 
enemies of Republican success should not 
be afforded any provocation for attributing 
to the organization covert designs which it 
does not harbor. This matter having been 
settled, the club should now organize for 
work. If itis simply to hold meetings and 
stimulate dissension, then it may best serve 
the Republican party by dissolution. The 
most practical work at hand is such organiza- 


tion as shall cover the entire city with a view to. 


protecting the polis from the wholesale 
frauds like those of last spring, and which 
there is ample reason to believe have been 
perpetrated during the last few years under 
the auspices of the local Democratic ma- 
chine. There Will certainly be no enforce- 
ment of any laws and no hope for an improve- 
ment in local government if the polis ean- 
not be protected from repeaters and ballot- 
box stuffers. Hence “success at the ballot- 
box’”’ is a legitimate aim, and the Central 
Club may render greater service to the pub- 
lic by protecting the polis against fraud and 
chicanery than in any other way. The party 
conventions may be trusted to take care of 
the pasty principles. 
_CHURCH-BELL LAW. 

In New York, as in Chicago, the devotional 

enthusiasm of those who control certain 
places of worship has led to the ringing of 
church-bells at hours and with a vigor which 
are incompatible with the maintenance of 
the full physical and spiritual health of the 
pious of other denominations. The pro- 
fessing Christian who isin the habit of de- 
voting himself to his orisons at 7:30 in the 
morning is very apt to be converted into 
one of the heathen that rage by the splitting 
summons to matins at 5 o’clock from 
the bell ,of a denomination that he 
does not consider ‘orthodox.’ In 
New York an enterprising citizen who 
has long been famous for that kind of piety 
which consists in fulfilling the injunction to 
do unto others as you would that others 
should do unto you has announced that he 
shall take measures to test thoroughly in 
the courts the right of the priests of one re- 
ligious body to communicate. with their fol- 
lowers by nieans of bell-ringing that disturbs 
the mental, physical, and moral balance of 
the entire community. As there may be 
philanthropists in Chicago who will be glad 
to doas much for the relief of those who are 
suffering from the same kind of an infliction 
here, it will not be amiss to state the legal 
grounds Omwhich the New York proceed- 
ings will be based. 
t of our church-bell law is English 
law. But there isa St. Louis case, that of 
Leete vs. Pliigrim, in whieh the court for- 
bade the ringing of the beil of a Congrega- 
tional church between 9 at night and 7 in the 
morning. In a suit against St. 
Church in Philadelphia the court restricted 
the ringing of the church-bell to two min- 
utes at the half-hour before service and five 
minutes just before service. The ringing of 
factory-beils has been repeatedly regulated 
by the courts, but these decisions, aliho un- 
doubtedly in point, need not be referred to. 
They would not be regarded as of any force 
by those who think that because a church 
bell is one of the instruments of their re- 
ligion it is beyond secular opinion or regu- 
lation, and they are not needed, for church- 
bell faw is fortuhately perfectly plain with- 
out them.

England 6h much the same basis as the 
courts in America have shown themselves 
inclined to adopt. It was held that chureh- 
bells must not be rung at hours when the 
average citizen is accustomed to sleep, The 
courts in England and this country have 
shown that they will not permit the health 
or the happiness of the community to be dis- 
turbed by ringing that is either unreasonable 
in amount or unseasonable in time. ‘Thatis 
common sense as well as common law. Bell- 
ringing should be kept by churches of all 
den@minations within the limits of the rea- 
sonable and the seasonabdle. The law will, 
without a doubt, give relief in cases where 
it is necessary to appeal to it. 


PRICES. OF POLITICAL TRUSTEES. 

In these days of disaster and depression in 
the speculative markets it is interesting to 
note ds a sign of the times that Aldermen, 
Mayors, and various other grades of munici- 
pal trustees are bringing fully as high prices 
as ever. One reason for this is, no doubt, 


allowed themselves to operate on a specu- 
lative basis. They treat themselves simply 
as investments. They never make a move 
unless convinced that it will be “a sure 
thing.”” Another cause for the comparative 
bouyancy of the city-hali markets is to be 
found in that beneficent and immutable law 
of political economy Known as the law of 
“supply and demand.” 

There has. been. overproduction of iron, 
and leather, and clothing, and of stocks and 
bonds. In eonsequenee there have been 
disastrous slumps in the quotations and some 
staggering failures of well-known houses, 
But with all the formidable lists of insolv- 
ency published weekly by the mercantile 
agencies no one has ever heard of the fail- 
ure of an Alderman or a Mayor. Blankets 
and various things made of lamb’s-weol 
have been thrown overboard in the auction- 
rooms and ‘slaughtered. But there are no 
lambs in the municipal offices, and the first 
announcement has yet to be made of a sale 
of Aldermen at a sacrifice without regard to 
cost. 

The reason is perfectly plain. There has 
been no overproduction of Aldermen and 
Mayors. The number of them to be manu- 
factured every year by the suffrage-milis is 
limited. ‘There can be only just so many of 
them. But while thereis this natural and 
unchangeable monopoly in the supply of 
trustees, jhe demand for their votes is prac- 
tically inexhaustible. We havea great many 
rich men in our cities, and these rich men 
must have investments. These the mer- 
chants of the cityehall can supply. They 
have for sale a full assortment of franchises 
of every kind to suit every taste. If you 
don’t see what you want ask forit. It is no 
trouble to shosv.goods in the city-bal. 
Charters for steam-heating companies, for 
gas companies, for new railroads, for horse- 


poles, for no poles; urdinances to let new 
gas companies in, to keep new companies 
out; laws to tax, laws to compromise taxes— 
.youcan have anything you are willing to 
pay for.

You add a tew demagogs and some syndi- 
cates of “Dusi men who are willing 
to buy anything from a trustee up toa 
‘mass of ignorant, vicious, saloon-hunting 
voters who are Willing to sell anything 
from virtue down: ‘Then you divide up 
the property of the law-abiding, wealth- 
creating, taxpaying citizens among the 
members of the ‘above combination 
by a gradual and! piecemeal division. The 
voters get free drinks galore, and in cases of 
extreme merit perhaps a few shillings. The 
ward-workers get the city-ball offices. The 
bosses have the Aidermanéc and Mayoral 
bribes. The syndicates’ share Is the franchises 
which give them the perpetual righb@ to tax 
and collect toll from the people.

THE IRISH REPRESENTATION. 

Mr. T. P. O’Connor’s demand in a letter 
to the Pall Mdli Gazette that “any new 
Franchise bill introduced in Parliament shall 
embrace Lreland,’’’ though reasonable and 
just, is likely to be embarrassing to the Giad- 
stone Ministry. It Ireland is to be regarded 
as a part of the United Kingdom, and not as 
a conquered and’ garrisoned province, it 
should be treated as England and Scotiand 
in th@matter of representation and political 
rights. If the franchise is extended to the 
householders of the English and Scotch 
rural districts there is no good cause why it 
should not be extended to Ireland. The 
main reason why the rural householders of 
Great Britain were not placed on the same 
political fuoting as the urban householders 
in 1866 was that they were not sufficiently 
educated at that time; it was felt that they 
were ignorant, and consequently not fit te 
be trusted with the franchise. Little in- 
tellectual progress has since been made in 
the rural districts tf the South and East of 
England, but some progress has been made 
in Northern and Western England and 
Waies. The Scotch laboring classes have 
for hundreds of years been far superior in 
general intelligence to the laboring classes 
of any transatlantic country. The Irish 
farmers Who would be affected by an ex- 
tension of the franchise at this time are 
perhaps, with the exception of the Seotch 
and the Swiss, the best educated of their 
classin Europe. They are certainly superior 
in general intelligence to the corresponding 


extended to all housenolders in England, it 
should not be withheld from the Irish 
householders. 

Mr. Gladstone and his Cabinet colleagues 
are willing to concede all this, and to admit 
the justice of the demand made by Mr. 
O’Connor, Mr. Trevelyan, the Irish Chief 
Secretary, when in opposition, introduced a 
franchise bill similar to that now proposed 
for Great Britain. Ireland was included in 
Trevelyan’s bill. It would doubtiess be the 
wish of Trevelyan and his colleagues to in- 
clude it now. The question of ex- 
pediency is another thing. The Tories 
will object to any bill which includes 
Ireland, and wili have the aid of the 
Whigs and the sympathy of a large section 
of the Liberal party in obstructing the meas- 
ure, The House of Lords would almost cer- 
tainly amend the bill by exeluding Ireland. 
Ou the other hand, if Ireland is slighted the 
Parnellites will obstruct any measure in- 
tended for Great Britain alone, and they will 
have the active sympathy of the. English 
Radicals. With this and their eapacity for 


work and speéechmaking, and their adroit- 
ness and ability, they would hardly be less 
formidable opponents of the Government

Another point whic not be ignored, and 
which will be pressed by the Parnellites and 
the Irish Liberals, is the glaring inequality of 
the [rish franchise system Ireland has now 
but-one yoter to every twenty-three persons 
in the population, Scotland has one toevery 
fifteen, while England and Wales have one 
to every ten. This arises from the different 
systems of rating and the different methods 
of registration. But the inequality does not 
stop here. Miserable little boroughs owned 
entirely by jandlords and their satraps, with 
only afew hundred voters, have representa- 
tion in Parliament, while large districts with 
thousands who should vote are entirely 
without representation and others are inade- 
quately represented, Ulster suffers most in 
this way, and for that reason the Ulster Lib- 
erals will unite with the Parnellites in .de- 
manding that [reland be included in the new 
Franchise bill, As cases in point Coleraine, 
with 454 voters and 6,000 people, has one 
member, while Downshire, with 12,718 voters 
and 233,000 peopte, has but two members; 
Portarlington, with only 127 voters and 2,426 
people, has one member, while Tyrone, with 
193,000 people and 8,900 voters, has but two. 


Four Irish boroughs have @ population less_ 


than 5,000, and fifteen boroughs have a popula- 
tion less than 10,000, Twenty-four boroughs 
represented in Parliament by twenty-six 
members have a population less than that of 
Cork County, whieh has only two members. 

The anomalies of the English representa- 
tion are great, but those of Ireland are 
greater. The inequalities of the English 
franchise are glaring, those of Ireland still 
more so. If reform is necessary for En- 
gland it is equally necessary for Ireland. 
But what can Mr. Gladstone do? Itis in 
the interest of the Tories that the present 
state of things shall be maintained. ‘Lhey 
will resista change. ‘They know well that 
an extension of the franchise would deprive 
thei of at least fifteen of the twenty-one Lrish 
seats which they now hold, and would turn 
over the representation of the country al- 
most solidly to the Parnellites and land re- 
formers. The question is likely to lead to 
exciting discussions and mueb political bit- 
terness. 

ASTRONOMICAL COLLISIONS. 

An article in the last number of the North 

American Review, by C. A. Young, Profes- 


.sor of Astronomy at Princeton, N. J., pre- 


sents some interesting points in regard to the 
probability of collisions between worlds. It 


contains a good many statements of fact ; 


with which the ordinarily intelligent reader 
should be familiar, but they are well se- 
lected to bear upon the subject which has 
agitated so many minds as a result of unau- 
thorized predictions by some, and overdrawn 
deductions by other persons who have writ- 
ten on the topic. He says that while the pos- 
sibility of collision remains the chances of 
two stars accidentally jostling each other is 
far less than that of the collision of two bul- 
lets in midair over a battlefield The average 
distance from star to star, throughout the 
range of the region commanded by the tele- 
scope, is about 9,000,000,000,000 miles, 

lf ever two great woridssheuldreally meet 
in this way, some of the consequences can 
be predicted. If, for instance, our earth 
should meet another globe Jike herself, and 
moving with the same velocity, heat enough 
would be generated by the shock to trans- 
form both into a huge ball of vapor; upless 
the central core of the earth is much colder 
and more refractory than usually supposed, 
the quantity of heat developed would be 
sufficient to completely vaporize a globe of 
ice 97,000 miles in “diameter, containing 160,- 
000 times as much matter as both the collid- 
ing worlds. Lf, however, the masses were 
chiefly gaseous to begin with, as our sun 
seems to be, the eifect ht be curiously 
different. Heat would be generated to just 
the same extent as in the case of solid bodies, 


‘but the resulting nebula might be actually 
cooler than was either of the bodies before 


the encounter, gwing to an immense expan- 
sion in volume; though immediately after 
the shock, and before the ultimate expansion 
in bulk was attained, the temperature and 
brilliancy of the mass would for a time vast- 
ly increase. 


In regard to the consequences of a comet’s . 


collision with the earth, it is impossible to 
predict them with s¢ientific certainty; but 
they would probably be insignificant. ‘The 
quantity of matter in a comet is small; it is 
probably, throughout, only a cloud of dust 
and vapor—a mere smoke-wreath—and has 
not any solid kernel asanucleus, If, how- 
ever, the comet has really at the centre of its 
head apy great mass of stone or iron, oreven 
a closely-packed swarm of aerolites weighing 
a ton or two each, collision with it would be 
a most serious matter, spreading devastation 
and conflagration over perhaps haif our 
globe surface at once; net amounting prob- 
ably to anything fike a destruction of the 
world, but far more disastrous than 
earthquake or voleani¢é eruption. It is far 
more likely, however, that the encounter 
with a comet would simply cause a magnifi- 
cent but harmless shower of shooting stars, 
lasting an hour or two, which one might well 
desire to see. 

As for the effect of a collision between a 
confét and the sun, the probability is that 
we should never know of it unless we hap- 
pened to be expressly watching the event. 
For a tew minutes, just as the nucleus was 
piercing the photosphere, there might be an 


unusual flash of brillianc& and a fine out- 


burst of solar prominences, followed by in- 
tense magnetic and auroral displays: on the 
earth. But the chief thermal transformation 
of the impinging energy would be effected 
far below the visible surface of the sun, and 
would result in an expansion of his bulk far 
too slight to be detected by terrestrial 
astronomers. 

; 
CONSULTATION WITH HOMEOPATHS. 
The question whether the ailopaths shall 

consult with homeopaths and the other paths 
evidently belongs to the class of irrepressible 
conflicts. It has reeently come up in two 
of the leading medical societies in New York 
City, and has introduced into their scientific 
proceedings an amount of lively rancor and 
sharp practice that has hitherto been chiefly 
characteristic of the ward meetings of that 
metropolis. The average non-scientific citi- 
zen would not unnaturally suppose that if 
there was one thing scientitie men could dis- 
cuss peacefully it would be a subject con- 
nected even remotely with measures for the 
alleviation of the bitterness of death, but the 
reports of the meetings of the allopath fra- 
ternity would undeceive him. _ 

The matter of permitting consultations be- 
tween the allopaths and the other schools 
came up before twoof the New York so- 
cieties—the Academy ef Medicine and the. 
County Medical Society. In both, the party 
in favor of removing the restrictions of the 
old code showed themselves to be in the ma- 
jority, altho their attemovt in the academy to 
repeal the old code werg unsuccessful, be- 
cause their majority was not two-thirds. In 
the County Medical Society the election of 
officers turned on the code issue, and the 
new-code ticket was successful by a vote of 
375 to 220. In the academy the vote in favor 
of taking out of the constitution all that 
favored “‘no consultation” was 121 to 92, a 
majority, but not the two-thirds required.

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to amend the constitution, were able to re- 
scind an obnoxious resolution passed at a 
* packed” meeting—as they charged—by the 
conservatives declaring that no one should 
be eligibie to membership who was in favor 
of consulting with homeopaths.

Another fact which en- 
ecourages the belief that the repeal of the 
no-consultation rule is only a matter of 
time is, that the liberals are the younger men 
in the profession, and that the specialists are 

on that side. The specialists are the 
most thoroughly scientific members of the 
profession. They are the most deeply im- 
bued with the modern spirit‘of research and 
its distrust of the infallibility of sects and 
schools. They have further a pecuniary in- 
terest in the reform, for they receive their 
patdents from general pravtitioners of all 
schools, and naturally want to be on terms | 
of fellowship with all of them, | , 

Tho as far as the medical organization 
are concerned the effort to liberalize the | 
rules governing the intercourse of the “ reg- 
ular’? doctors with homeopatiis seems to 
have made but little progress, itisin fact 
far on the way to realization. The diseovery 
has been made that public opinion ®& prac- 
tically unanimous in favor of the change, 
and public opipion—especially an _ intel- 
ligent public opinion—the only kind that 
has paid any attention to this  sub- 
ject on one side or the other—is usually 
bound to have its way. The regulations of 
the old code were adopted more than a gen- 
eration ago in times when the whole mental 
atmosphere was different from what it is 
now. Their spirit of excljusiveness and 
orthodoxy in scientific matters is one that 
cannot live in the air of today. ‘The young- 
er and more cosmopolitan men in the profes- 
sion. of medicine are in favor,;of casting 
them off as worn-out garments. .1t will not 
be long before the majority in the New York 
Medica! Society in favor of leaving the in- 
dividual practitioner to decide for himself 
whether he wild consult with a homeopath

YELLOW-FEVER’'S CURE. 


Dr. Freitre’s Distovery—Willing to Un- 


derco Public Inoculation, 

Rio JANEIRO,. Sept. 29.—{[New York 
Hera. |}—Dr. Domingos Freire, the Chief of 
the Government Comunission on yvellow-fever, 
has now published results ot hisexperiments 
upon the possibility of preventive imocuia- 
tion, as in the case ofsmall-pox. As previous- 
ly stated, he considers that he has established 
beyond all doubt that yellow-fever is due to 
the rapid mut!tiplication and development of 
& microscopic alga, yrmed by him micrococ- 
cus Tanthogenicus, in thé blood, under the 
influence of ahigh temperature. This alga 
and its spores he has found in immense num- 
bers in the earth of yellow-fever cemeteries, 
which he considers, therefore, hotbeds of 

ropagation, the spores being carried thence 

yraing and windsto where they can enter 
the human organism and begin their deadly 
work. Hehas also shown that guinea-pigs 
and rabbits can be made to take yellow-fever 
by inoculation with the blood of a yellow- 
fever patient, oreven by confinemeut over 
earth from a yellow-fever cemetery. and that 
the diseasecan be transmitted from one to 
another indetinitly by inoculation. | 

in his latter experiments he has found that 
he was able to render guinea-pigs (which 
are very susceptible to the disease, while 
fowls are unsusceptible) quite incapable of 
takiug it even when inoculated with a large 
dose of blood from a recent yellow-fever 
corpse. This result he obtained in two dis- 
tinct ways, one being by previous inoculation 
with a culture of a microbe found to be an- 
tagonistic to the development of the yellow- 
fever alga, and the other being by previous 
inoculation with aculture of the alga at- 
tenuated by passing through the organism of 
a fowl or by.cultivation in the air. This last 
he seems to prefer, and he says that be is so 
convinced of the preventive eflicacy of a suf- 
ficiently attenuated cuiture that he is pre- 
pared to submit himself to a public inocula- 
tion with the blood o f a yellow-fever corpse 
as a solemn test of the efficacy of the pre- 
vious preventive inoculation with the atten- 
uated culture.

Another Connecticut Woman Found 
Dead from Violence—No Clew 
to the Manner of Her 
Taking Off. .

happy. Edward Godfrey is one of the best- 
known residents of Saugatuck. He has 
lived in the piace all his life. Ten years the 
senior of his wife, their tastes in many ways 
have been marked by dissimilarity. The 
young wife was full of life and animation. 
She cared more for social pleasures than tor 
the dull routine of home duty, and it was 
not unusual that while the husband re- 
mained at home at night to care for the 
family the wife was enjoying the fascina- 
tions of some “rural ball-room. A 
week ago, itis reported, there was a bitter 
quarrel in the Godfrey household, and the 
husband is said to have told his wife that she 
must reform or leave his house. A party of 
gunners yesterday found her body haif 
buried in the mud on the Saugatuck marsh- 
es, ahalf mile from Westport Station. The 
body was in shocking condition, with blood 
smeared over the face and hands, and not 
yet washed away by the water, pointing toa 
crime. right eye was a deep 
gash, and on the head ia two 
or three different places were large 
bumps, resulting, probably, from heavy blows 
inflicted Pa seme blunt weapon.

SUBMARINE CABLES. 
THE CONFERENCE FOR THEIR PROTECTION.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Oct. 27.—[Special. ]— 
George Q. Cannon, the Mormon apostle, ap- 
pears in Washington with the Utah Commis- 
sion. Thechurch closely watches its interests. 
In an interview with THe Tribune corres- 
pondent Cannon expressed himself freely. 
“The result of the trial of the Edmunds law,” 
he said, “ has been to verify niy predictions. 1 
told Edmunds that the law would unite our 
people. The framers of the bili supposed 

,that the Gentiles would join with the apos- 
tate Mormons and with the disaffected Mor- 
mons, and that their combined vote would 
control. They were mistaken. The Dill 
united us. Young people who have never 
taken interest in religious matters saw that 
they would have to take sides, and they voted 
with us. The consequence was a victory for 
the Mormons.’”’ 

* What do yon think,” Mr. Caunon was 
asked, “ will be the recommendations of the 
commission ?” 

“TI have thought,” he replied, * that the 
Present commission would be continued in- 
detinitly.” | 

it was suggested to Mr. Cannon that the 
Edmunds law permitted the Mormon Legis- 
lature to appoint acommission which should 
supersede the Congressional Commission, 
and which would have the power to pre- 
scribe regulations to continue the enforce- 
ment of the Edmunds law. “ Yes,” said 
Mr. Cannon, “ there is such a provision in 
the law, but the Commissioners seem to over- 
look one very. important point. The

The veto of the Governor is absolute. Gov. 
Murray is a yery severe man. It is not prob- 
able that the Legislature would pass any law 
which he would approve. Llis veto would 
continue the Congressional Commission. I 
cannot say what law the Legislature would 
approve, but it certainly would not be a law 
as severe as the regulations of the commis- 
sion. These regulations are an accusation. 
They convictaman of polygamy by charg- 
ing him with being a polygamist.

THE KILBOURN CASE. 

THOSE ACCOUNT-BOOKS TO SEE THE LIGHT 

AT LAST. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Oct. 27.—| Special. ]— 
The Hallet Kilbourn case may attract more 
attention than has been anticipated. An 
order which was entered in court late this 
afternoon seems to indicate that the famous 
books of the firm of Kilbourn & Latta, for 
the refuisal to produce which Kilbourn was 
imprisoned, are to see the light. ‘The coun- 
sel for ex-Sergeant-at-Arms Thompson 
moved that the plaintiff produce for the in- 
spection of the defendant ali ledgers of the 
firm of Kilbourn & Latta from 1873 to 1876. It 
was these ledgers from which the Democrats 
hoped to be able to prove the connection 
of Gen. Grant and other noted Republicans 
in and out of Congress with the real-estate 
pool. The firm protested that the books 
wouid show nothing of the sort. Neverthe- 
less Kilbourn refused to produce them, was 
sent to jail for contempt of the House, and 
was released on habeas corpus, the Supreme 
Court giving Congress its first rebutf in its 
inguisitorial ‘claims by declaring that an 
American citizen is guaranteed’ by 
the Constitution exemption from search 
of his private papers. Why the books should 
be called for now and why there should be 
no resistance to the order by Kilbourn is not 
clear. They do not seem to have a material 
bearing. It is to be pragmumed that tne books 
will show nothing wrolTg, and that their pro- 
duction will be used as an additional argu- 
ment that the rights of the citizens were p- 
vaded by Congress without cause,

THE MESSAGE. 
SURMISES REGARDING THE PRESIDENT’S 
RECOMMENDATIONS. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., Oct. 27.—[Special. |— 
Nothing is known here in regard to any of 
the recommendations of the President’s 
message. In fact he is but just receiving 
the principal points of the reports of the 
heads of departments. As to the report that 
he will recommend the total abolition of in- 
ternal-revenue taxes, it is$not credited here. 
There is a general impression that 
he may go as far as he did in his 
message of last December, in which he 
advised the repeal of all this class of taxes 
except those on distilled spirits.

ALEXANDER MITCHELL. 

OUTLINE OF A REMARKABLE CAREER. 

MILWAUKEE, Wis., Oct. 27.—[Special.]— 
No event in the recent history of Milwaukee 
has attracted so much attention or caused so 
much discussion as the reception accorded to 
Alexander Mitchell yesterday. Mr. Mitch- 
ell’s beginning in his business career in this 
city was in connection with the Wisconsin 
Marine & Fire Insurance Company. This 
company was eventually redrganized and 
authorized to doa banking business under 
the laws of Wisconsin.. Mr. George Smith, 
another Scotchman, now living in London, 
was the President of the concern and Mr. 
Mitchell was the Secretary. The history of 
the company for years was a record of at- 
tacks made by politicians, legislators, 
and others, and defenses effected by the or- 
ganization. In a speech made at the 
banquet of the Old Settlers’ Club a few 
years ago Mr. Mitchell said, speaking of 
the attacks made on the institution: “ They 
seemed to have an idea that there was some- 
thing that wasn’t just legal in our way of 
doing business,” and with a good-natured 
smile and a merry twinkle of the eye, he 
added: “I sometimes think myself maybe 
they were more than halfright.”” But what- 
evermay have been the justice or the lack of 
justice of the grounds of attack made against 
the methods pursued by the company, nota 
word could ever be said againstits integrity. 
Under its ower as a bank it  is- 
sued its bills, and in many instances 
these bills were almost the only mopey known 
among the settlers in the then wilderness 


of Wisconsin. They were found everywhere. 


They served to aid in doing the business of 
the struggling commerce of the young Terri- 
tory. Mr. Smith retired from the Presi- 
dency of the concern, and Mr. Mitchell suc- 
ceeded him. ‘The business of the institution 
increased. The bills were multiplied. The 
attacks on the concern continued. But, 
through it all, Mr. Mitcheil’s policy pre- 
vailed. The company met its obligations, 
and ** Mitchell’s bank ” became the synonym 
for financial soundness and integrity.

SOLDIERS’ MONUMENT. 
THE PROJECT ASSUMING DEFIMIT SHAPE. 
MILWAUKER, Wis., Oct. 27. pecial, |— 

The much-discussed, long-talked-of project 
of erecting amonument in the city to the 
memory of the dead soldiers of the late War 
appears to be assuming something like def- 
init shape. Some time ago a committee 
was appointed by one of the local 
posts of the Grand Army of the Ke- 
public to agitate the matter. But up to the 
present time coinparatively little has been 
done. The “guessing business” of the 
**Bean Club” resulted in raising about $500 
as a foundation for the proposed fund. And 
ft did much more than ibis, It attracted the 


-attention of people of the entire country to 


the project. It set everybody to talking 
about it. The result is that the movement 
has received a perfect *‘ boom,” which is 
now sure to bring about the desired result. 
Milwaukee—in this matter as in most others 
ofa public nature—moves slowly, and the 
long-delayed work of erecting a fitting 
monument to the memory of the country’s 
dead heroes will now be accomplished. 
Men of energy and enthusiasm, like Col. 
J. ©. Watrous and Gen. H. (©. Hobart, have 
taken hold of the project, and will push it to 
successful completion. ‘The location for the 
monument has not been selected; but by 
common consent the wood part of Grand av- 
enue, on the top of the rise directly im front 
of Alexander Mitchell’s residence, appears 
to be regarded as the!proper place. No 
special form or st¥le 6f monument has been 
agreed upon; but the latest and most popular 
suggestion is that it take the form of a grand 
triumphal arch spanning the portion of the 
avenue proposed to be set apart as a monu- 
ment park, the pillars of the arch to be orna- 
mented with bronze plates bearing the names 
of those in honor of Whose memory the mon- 
umentis to be erected, the whole to be sur- 
mounted by a shatt with emblematic figures 
in bronze and marbie. Itis generally under- 
stood that if the location suggested be se- 
lected the wealthy gentlemen living in the 


immediate vicinity along Grand avenue will 
contribute liberally te the monument fund.

A Hitherto Unnoticed Beneft Re- 
sulting from the Work of 
the Land League. 


Irish Manufactures in Demagd, 
Both at Home and in 
Other Lands. 


Sir. Stafford Northcote’s Successful 
Effort to Arouse Religious An- 
imosity in Ireland.

Oct. 13.—[{Special Correspond- 
ence.|—it has not been sufliciently insisted 
upon by those who have had to defend the 
Land League against calumny and abuse 
that the latest phase of Irish agitation has 
conferred many benefits upon Lreland, apart 
from the purely agrarian reforms which it 
has won for the country. It has been con- 
veniently overlooked by its enemies that it 
was an industrial as well asa land league, 
both in name and in scope of operations, and 
if its triumphs in the direction of an indus- 
trial revival have not been as marked as its 
gains on the land question, they are neither 
insignificant in character nor unworthy of 
being added to the record of a movement 
which was organized for the general good of 
our people. A few years ago every store- 
window in Dublin and other of our large 
cities would contain advertisements of 
articles of “London make” or Sheffield, 
Birmingham, or Manchester production. 
Searcely anything would appear to have 
any value for the purchasing pub- 
lic unless it had a stamp of English 
workmanship upon it. A marked change, 
however, has now setin. “Irish manufact- 
ure” appears now to be a necessary recom- 
mendation, where a short time ago it would 
have deteriorated the value of the goods 
offered for sale. Infact, the desire to en- 
courage home industries is so general that 
the practice of exposing English-made arti- 
cles as “Irish manufacture’”’ is extensively 
resorted to as a means of pushing their sale. 

The Dublin Industrial Exhibition of last 
year has been a powerful incentive to the 
creation of this popular preference for goods 
of our own make, and by this means a new 
stimulus has been given to those ofour man- 
ufactures which English free trade and the 
abstraction of capital in absentee rents had 
all Gut completely extinguished among us. 
Thé fairly successful exhibition which will 
close in a few days in the City of Cork has 
furtner tended to strenthen this hold which 
the produce of our people’s own skill and 
industry has got upon public taste and senti- 
ment, 

The rapid mannet in whith the country is 
availing itself of the provisions of the Tram- 
ways act is another healthy sign of returning 
industrial vigor to the public life of Lreland. 
Numbers of districts hitherto without rail- 
way communication with market centres are 
now stirring themselves in the matter of 
tramway development and will soon be able 
to transmit their produce to and receive arti- 
cles of exchange from localities previously 
beyond the reach of the proper requirements 
of petty commerce. Another of these practi- 
cal steps directly traceable to the land- 
league agitation was the cottage-industry 
movement which was started twelve months 
ago among the evicted people of Carraroe, 
County Galway, by aid of money that was ac® 
vanced out of the funds ot the Ladies’ Land 


1 League. The object which its promoters had 


in view was to extend relief through the 
channel of light employment to those who 
had been deprived of their land and ordi- 
nary means of subsistence, and thereby 
serve the double beneficial purpose of 
keeping ‘women and young girls out of 
the poor-house and enabling their families to 
remain where evicting landlords had resolved 
to banish them from their homes. Through 
the untiring exertions of Miss Ada Yeates, 
the lady superintendent, who was at first but 
a cover for charity, is now. promising to be- 
come a permanent ‘source of remunerative 
and instructive employment for numbers of 

irls who would otherwise be compelled to 
a lreland by force of State-aided ewigra- 

oD. 

A GOOD RESULT. 

Thisindustry, consequent upon an increas- 
ing demand for the articles manufactured, is 
extending to other parts of the coast coun- 
ties and will, itis hoped, soon embraee the 
making of usefnl and ornamentai goods 
that will provide work for both men and 
women. The patronage of the frish people 
abroad would render this Lrish cottage 
industry a standing means of lfiveli- 
hood to large numbers of the poorest of our 
people, who, in periods of distress, are the 
first victims of a bad harvest. Among other 
solid advantages it possesses the claim of 
being one among other means that are cal- 
culated to render such portion of our people 
independent alike of the mercy of the land- 
lord and the charity of the world, on both of 
which it has been their fate to have had to

recarious means of support. These small 
ndustries will also aid and encourage larger 
Irish manufactures, and be instrumental in 
keeping in lrel numbers of our people 
among whom the Celtic tongue is most 
spoken, and thus frustrate to some extent 
the “humane” efforts of Messrs. Tuke & 
Co., who are now employed, by means of 
their emigration scheme, in depopulating the 
nursery of our national language.

SOME DECIDED VIEWS ON THE TARIFF AND 
RESIDKNCY FROM A DEMOCRATIC STAND- 
OINT. 

GALVESTON, Tex., Oct. 27.—[(Special.]—A 
Waco dispatch to the News tonight contains 
the following interview with the Hon. Rich- 
ard Coke, Democratic Senator from this 
State: 

“What is the prospect for Democratic suc- 
cess in 1884, and how will the tariff figure in 
the contest ?”’ was asked. 

“I can see but ove real difficulty in the 
way of our success, and that is the -tariff 
question. This question will not down, can- 
not be ignored, and must be met. if the 
next Democratic Convention will meet it 
fairly, honestly, and frankly, and declare un- 
equivocally in plain, clear language against 
the doctrine of protection, and in favor 
of atariff for revenue only, I shall be very 
hopeful of success. If, however, this great 
question shall be virtually ignored in the 
adoption of a platform which may be con- 
strued to mean whatever may be desired and 
to suit equally well the high-protectionist or 
the free-trader—one thing here and some- 
thing else in another latitude—Il can see 
nothing but defeat as the result.’’ 

YP Will an effort be made at the coming ses- 
jon of-Congress to reduce the tariff ?”’ 

- “* Unquestionably, and I will add that the 

ariff will, and in my judginent ought to be,the 

great absorbing, paramount issue in Ameri- 
can politics, and will and ought to be agi- 
tatedin and out of Congress without ceas- 
ing until it. isreduced toa strictly revenue 
basis.”’ | 

“ Whois your choice for the Presidential 
nomination ?”’ 

“ Joseph E. McDonald, of Indiana. He 
‘lives and is an hunored Democratic leader in 
a pivotal State and is from the right section 
—the West. We have followed Eastern 
leaders to defeat long enough. The Demo- 
cratic party of today should not continue in 
the rut of old ante-bellum times. The power 
was then in the East, but the centre of 
population is already tiis side of the Alle- 
ghenies and is still moving westward. The 
policies of the party, if 1 may use the term, 
should be Westernized and kept abreast with 
this movement of political power. The Ke- 
publican party has outgeneraied us in this 
regard. Tjiat party goes West always for its 
‘Presidential nominees. Commencing with 
Fremont, it has taken successively Lincoln, 
Grant, Hiayes, and Garfield from the West. 
‘tne South and West have indentical inter- 
ests, especially on the tariff and currency 


questions. Speaking. in general terms, 
both are ricultural ‘and the bulk 
of their populations: rural. Both sec- 
tions are fleeced alike under _ the 


tariff and financial poy of the Republican 
party. Community of igterest would long 
sinee have drawn the West and South to- 
gether in the Democratic fold had not the 
memories of the War prevented. ‘These are 
happily bemg buried. ‘The times are pro- 
pitious for the cultivatiow of closer political 
relation with our natural allies of the West, 
and no Detter beginning can be made than 
the nomination of a sound Westera Demo- 
crat for the Presidency.’’ 

“After what you have said, Senator, I 
hardly think it necessary to ask your opin- 
ion of Mr. Tilden. 1 would like to hear 
what you may lave to say about him.”

I would re- 
gard his election as acalamity upon the Dem- 
ocratic party. The act would brand as 
utterly dishonest and insincere all our 
professions of principle and leave ~ 
‘party a laughing-stock and by-word,~—it 
would destroy the only issue we can 
join with the Kepublican party and dwarf 
the Presidential canvass into a scramble 
over the spoils of office between the ‘ins’ 
and ‘outs.’ * The raséals must go,’ would be 
answered with * Keep the rascals out.’

THE ARMSTRONG WILL. 


End for the Present of a Remarkable 
Case—Verdictfor the Piaintifm™, 
* Boston, Mass., Oct. 37.—[{Special.]—The 
celebrated Armstrong will case cameto an 
end today for the present. This is a case 
which has attracted attention all-over the 
country. Mrs. Armstrong was the widow 
of a former Governor of Massachusetts, and 
her relatives brought suit against Warren 
K. Blodgett, her business manager, to re- 
cover part of the estate which she had given 
him while in unsound condition. ‘The trial 
has lasted twenty-two days. The jury was 
out all night and today handed the court a 
sealed verdict. There were sixteen docu- 
ments attached to the bill, and the 
action was founded upon these, some 
of which were receipts for income, which 
Mrs. Armstrong had given to Mr. Blodgett 
after having told him to keep the balance of 
money he had in hand. Others were trusts, 
giving $5,000 to Dr, Willard and one or two 
of the relatives, and $1,000 each to two 
servant girls, beaides_a contract giving to 
Mr. Biodgett the whofe of the net income of 
the estate after a ceptain date. It was shown 
in evidence that this in the whole amount- 
to about $350,000, and with  in- 
terest would approach $500,000, _ for 
which amount the action was brought. With 
regard to each of the other numbers, thee 
were two questions for the jury to decide— 
first, whether Abigail Armstrong at the time 
Of the execution of the instrument annexed 
to the bill was of such soundness of mindas 
to be capable of executing the same; second, 
whether the transfer of the money from Abi- 
gail Armstrong was obtained by undue influ- 
ence on the part of the defendant, Warren 
K. Blodgett. The jury agreed that with re- 


gard to the first document. Mrs. Arim- 
strong was of sane mind, and there 
had been. n@ undue influence; but 


with respect to the second and third, that 
there had been undue influence. lt was de- 
cided that after that time Mrs. Armstrong 
was of unsound mind. This practically 
amounts toa verdict for the plaintiff, as 
with respect to the first document only there 
was a verdict for the defendant, and the sum 
involyed in that is only a few thousand dol- 
lars. Where the matter is to rest is now the 
question.

HENRY IRVING. 
AN INTERESTING MERTING. 

New York, Oct. 27.—/[Special.|—By invi 
tation and appointment 1 spent an interest- 
ing hour with Mr. Henry Irving this after- 
noon. I found the illustrious artist in beau- 
tifully-appointed rooms at the Brevoort 
House, and was received with the grace and 
warmth which are true to the character of 
Mr. Irving. He tells me that he is not only 
deeply touched by the warmth of the hospital- 
ity which has been proffered him, but finds no 
words to express his gratigude for its uni- 
versality. Having witnessed Mr. Jefferson’s 
performance at the Union Square Theatre 
the present week, he is persuaded an 
American audience is both intelligent 
and responsive. lle hopes that the quality 
of wierdness which dominates the play of 
“The Bells” will be especially suited to the 
temperament of an American 
audience. He tells m@ that he has chosen 
“Charles I.” for his second night, Qecause 
the scenery can be easily managed as follow- 
ing ** The Bells,” and more especially because 
itis due that Miss Terry should make her 
début in a part which is eminently suited to 
her artistic geniusand personal grace. 

Mr. Irving says to me that he is perfectly 
confident that the American people are favor- 
ably prepossessed, and it will not be their 
faultif his tour is pot a memorable one. 
lle is amazed at tXe beauty and splendor of 
New York above his head and at its filth and 
raggedness beneath his feet. 

I had the pleasure of meeting Edwin Booth 
in Mr. Irving’s rooms, and both the artists 
deplored the circumstance that it is possible 
fom speculators to interfere with the usual 


scale of prices for places at the theatre. Mr. 
Irving seems unable to understand that such 
a fact should be endured in so cultivated a 
community as New York seems to be. 
ENTERTAINED BY THE LOTOS CLUB. 
The Lotos Ciub tendered. Mr. irving its 
hospitality tonight, and seldom has a more 
distinguished company of gentlemen been 
brought together in New York. Covers were 
laid for 160 guests, and the dinner itself was 
—— in its proportions as it was delicious 
n quality and elegantly served. Mr. Irv- 


‘ing, at whose right [| had the pleasure of 


sitting, was constant in his expressions of 
surprise at the brilliance and wit of the 
dinner conversation and the after-dinner 
speeches. Whitelaw Reid presided, and his 
speech of welcome to the distinguished guest 
was in every way felicitous. Chauncey 
M. Depew and Gen. Horace Porter were 
sparkling and the spontaneity of their 
wit was really an astounding feat of conviv- 
ial eloquence. IL confess never to have heard 
three more noteworthy speeches. Dr. Mc- 
Donald and A. Oakey Hall rollowed in some- 
what briefer but scarceiy less telling sen- 
tences of welcome. On Mr. Irving’s rising 
to respond he was greeted by round after 
round of applause. Probably 200 guesis un- 
able to sit down to the banquet had by invi- 
tation entered the rooms of the club before 
the speaking began, and so Mr. Irving spoke 
toan audience of at least 300. Nothing 
could have surpassed the grace of 
Mr. Irving’s response. It whol- 
ly unlike the speeches which had 
prec@eded it in its line and tone of thought, 
and it was very conspicuously different in 
delivery. Mr. Irving at once took the com- 
pany into his confidence, and his manner was 
conversational and even familiar. Being his 
lirst public appearance, his words are given 
as they were spoken. They express the per- 
sonality ot the man, and may be taken some- 
what as an index to his genius as an artist, 
Mr. Irving said: 
MR. IRVING'S REMARKS. 


Mr. CHAIRMAN AND GENTLEMAN: [tis notin my 
power to thank you with eloquence for the re- 
ception that you have given me tonight. In 
spite of the comforting words and sugwestions 
of our friend, the Chairman, that Tuesday morn- 
ing my feeiings may undergo a change, I am 
quite determined that tonight and tumorrow 
night, if all be weil, I sbail have 
a good night's rest. Ido teel naturalized; and 
whatever may begaid to the contrary, I shail 
always bear away with me the impression that I 
am among my own tlesh and blood. The simile 
of the turkey did not aifect me very much; tor 
if the ill-omened bird—I do not know whether 
be is as familiar in your country as he is in 
mine—if the goose is not served up I shall be 
very content. You have r@veived me not as a 
stranger but as a Weicome friend, and that wel- 

me l appreciate witb all my heart and soul. 
In coming here amongst you I really bad— 
I may as well confess it—but one terror. 
The Atlantic I wouid brave; the wind and 
weatber | would scorn; even seasickness I 
would dety, but there was one terror—the in- 
terviewer. But | am very giad to tell you that 
that is passed, and I bave said so much to the 
interviewer that i bave very little left to say to 
you. But 1 must also tell you that I find the in- 
terviewer a very interesting person. He seemed 
to me to be a most courteous gentleman, who 
had but an amiable curiosity to know a little 
about myself that he did not know before; and [ 
was very well satisfied to gratify bim as much 
asl couid. I was toid that he would turn me in- 
side out; that be would cross-examine me and 
then appear against me the following morning. 
But I found nothing tocompiaip of against bim. 
The comments with woich he tempered bis sug- 
gestions were so flattering and so gratifying to 
rmyseif that I torgave the suggestions 
that he made. The only thing | would quarrel 
with him for was for saying that I reminded bim 
of Oscar Wilde. Oscar Wiide is a very clever 
tellow, and I am not going to descant upon him. 
You know more about him than | do, and [ hope 
that wheo Oscar Wilde reads what I have said— 
as I suppose he will—he will take no offense. 
I aw extremely indebted to the interviewer 
anise for telling me that I was crossed with Ed- 
win Booth. With that I bave no fault to find. 

To the courtesy and kindness of American 
gentiemen I bave long been accustomed, for if 
you have notin London, as you have in Paris, 
an American quarter, it is really because Amer- 
icans are found everywhere in London, and I 
think that everywhere in London they are wel- 
couie. Our interests are mutual: and in our 
art we are getting- day by day more 
closely aitlied. London is now talking with 
rapture of your Mary Anderson, of your great 
tragedian Booth, of your great comedian Jef- 
ferson. I bute the words “tragedian” ana 
“comedian ’’—but call them actors; they are 
our houseboid words. Mr. McCullough and 
Clarke, and my friends Fiorence and Raymond, 
have had amongst us the heartiest of welcomes. 
1 am quite sure that your famous actress, Clara 
Morris, need only come amongst us—as that 
dear friend of mine, Lawrenee Barrett, is com- 
ing—to have the heartiest welcome. 

Mr. Whitelaw Reidebas spoken of my work in 
my artin tbe kindest and most appreciative 
way; butif I have done anything tuo that 
commendation it is because I bave striven to do 
iny daty, and but for the appreciation of many 
of 
but for the appreciation that I receive now at 
this table, lam quite sure that my work would 
have been in vain. I do not intend to bore you 
witu avy ideas of mine about my art, either his- 
trionically or pictoriaily. My method, bistrion- 
ically, is avery simple one. I merely endeavor 
to yo’to the fountainhead to get my inspiration, 
and by what my work ie I kuow that you will 
jude me, as you d@in my own country. I am 
quite sure of this: that no people will go to a 
theatre with a greater desire to do justice to an 
actor than you will go to the theatre to see me 
Mouday night.

Our art is cosmopolitan. Every actor has his 
own metbods, as every painter hae bis methods 
an’ every writerbas his style.

He knows his in- 
dividuality is at first not only palpable, but 
prominent, and he hopes for generosity at 
the hands of his critics. One striking thing, 
he said to me, is that in rendering his Shak- 
spearean parts he has tried to impersonate 
the characters, and not merely to recite the 
sentences, and that, as this is unconvention* 
al, it has been taken for false interpretations. 
Mr. Irving has certainly won the attention 
and favor of New York socially, and it now 
remains to him to crown this achievement’ 
by the more legitimate one which awaits its 
trial Monday night.

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THE GREEK CHURCIL 


An Interesting Sketch, of the Life of 
Russian Monks and Their 
Converts. 


The Romance and Mystery Surround. 
ing Many of Their Fortified 
Abodes. | 


Holy Russia and {ts Millions of ignorant and 
Superstitious People—The State 
Subsidy. 


A letter from St. Petersburg says: The 
Russian monasteries cost the country over 


dug their cells in the ground, and thus the 
catacombs were made. 
monks mortified their flesh, prayed to God 
that He would forgive their sins and also the 
sins of the world at large, wrote chronicles, 
painted holy images, prepared vegetable 
medicines, and buried the martyrs who per- 
ished at the hands of Tartar Khans, Russian 
Princes, or’pacan mobs. 

Centuries liave passed, and what do we see 
today in these catacombs? The holy relics 
and dry bones of those old monks are ex- 


posed to the sight of curious peopie. ‘lhe 
They go there: 


monks no longer live there. 
only for the purpose of trade. Large metallic 
plates are put up at the grave of each of the 
fifty canonized saints, and every day the 
monks obtain piles of money from ‘the pious 
piigrims who come there fronrAll the Rus- 
sias. They sell the tears of St. Theophilus, 
the weeper, the oil that runs from the grave 
of St. John of Many Sufferings, and drugs 
from the grave of St. Agapit, the Physician. 
In this manner the Kietf Convent hag gath- 
ered many millions of rubles; and ‘Desides 
jit owns bushels of precious stones. During 
the Crimean war, the Czar Nicholas bor- 
rowed from the Kieff Convent two million 
rubles upon a note in his own handwriting. 
Nicholas never paid the money back. Once 
when the late Czar Alexander visited Kieff the 
Prior seized the opportunity to remind him 
him of this debt to the convent, showing him 
Nicholas’ note. Alexander shed tears, 
kissed his father’s autograph, and said: 

“Truly, holy father, it is my beloved 
father’s handwritting. Oh, what a treasure 
you have! Keep it in the sanctuary, and 
guard it better than your own eyes.’’ 

With that he returned the note to the 
Prior. It is the costliest autograph in exist- 


ence. 

On the bank of the Donets River, in the 
Province of-Kharkoff, there is a high, chalky 
mountain, as white as snow, whose shape re- 
winds the beholder of an enormous temple 
erowted With «a pinnacle. Upon a slope on 
the side of the mountain stands a convent 
whose shining gilt domes rise above the 
majestic old oak trees that surround it! This 
is the Convent of the. Holy Mountains. It 
was established by Kussian monks in the 
tweifth century, when the place 
was in the possession of the Tartars, 
The monks lived in catacombs  con- 
nected by a subtérranean passage with 
the river. in the Russian chronicies the 
convent was known as the one “beyond the 
frontier.” Many Christian hermits were 
murdered there by the Tartars. At length 
the holy fathers determined to defend theino- 
selves. They obtained cannon and other 
arms, and repeatedly saved not only thein- 
selves, but also many Russian prisoners, 
from the Tartars. In the course of time, 
when the Muscovite Czars conquered the 
‘Tartars, the convent became a sacred asy- 
lum for all who were persecuted by the 
Czar’s authorities. Runaway peasants, Cos- 
sacks, and even rebellious Boyards found a 
safe abode there. By order of the Czar the 
monks were dispersed, and the convent was 
abolished. During the present century the 
convent has been re@stablished, but the cata- 
combs, left alone for four centuries, were 
guite forgotton until about twenty years 
ago, when they were accidentally discovered. 
They have since been cleared. 

On entering the convent | noticed every- 
where well-fed and well-dressed monks 
idiing about. *“*‘How unlike these men are 
to those who centuries ago dug these cata- 
combs, and with swords in their hands 
fought against the Tartar hordes,’”’ I said to 
myself. Igaveahint of my thought to an 
intelligent monk whose acquaintance I

“Don’t do us injustice,” he answered.

He led me into ‘the underground church, 
where, during four centuries, not a prayer 
was delivered norataper burned.

1 am told that the monks obtain tens 
of thousands of rubles by the sale of these 
empty bottles, 
Not far from the City of Archangel, in the 
hite Sea, there are two islands united by a 
brid € composed of stones of gigantic size. 
Phe siands are surrounded by huge gray 
walls, here and there battered as if by cannon 
balls, In fact, these walls have been ham- 
mered at by the artillery of Swedish men-of- 
war, a8 well as by the guns of tne Czar of 
Nussin. Light steamers and boats ply around 
the islands, whose inhabitants are Russian 
monks. Ilere stands the Solovetsky Con- 
vent. ‘The rules of the Byzantine monasteries 
have been modified here in accordance with 
the character of the Russian peasant and the 
nature of the polar region. ‘The spirits of 
the monks were tempered -here amid snow 
and ice and sea gales. They often had to 
face great perils, and their safety depended 
upon their personal courage and activity. 
No Wonder, then, that when a Swedish 
fleet appeared under the convent 
walls the monks made a_ stout de- 
feuse; and that in the seventeenth century, 
when a large body of Russians refused to 
obey the authority of either Czar or Patri- 
arch, and the Solovetsky Convent sided with 
the schismatics, the Czar’s army could not 
overpower the rebellious monks until after 
ten years of regular siege. When the con- 
vent was captured the monks were massa- 


. cred or transported to Siberia. Since then 


the Czar has converted the convent into a 
religious prison. Al sorts of religious free- 
thinkers and heretics are sent there, and kept 
there till they repent or die. Narn A there 
are only about half a dozen heretics iim- 
risohed there behind seven iron doors, 
Nvubody knows who they are. “ Repent, and 
today pou sh be free, else you shall rot 
here alive!’ Such is the exhortation daily 
repeated to the heretics by the Prior. And 
yet the heretics do not repent. 1 heard one, 
who seemed a mere skeleton with a long 
gray beard and glowing eyes, say: “The 
world is not yet saved. Christ was not 
the trne Messiah. See, how many sins, mise- 
ries, and sufferings are all around us. If 
Christ had been the Messiah there would not 
be 80 much injustice and grief. The Savior 
shall yet come. We must prepare ourselves 
to meet Ilim. Where is the guarantee that He 
will not be thrown into prison and mocked 
at? Meanwhile human miseries increase. 
Nations, like wild beasts, fight and rend one 
another, and men treat their brothers as 
enemies. Where is there any brotherhood? 
But soon there will be an end of human 
miseries. Men will be happy ana céntented, 
for will learn what our hearts and our 
minds ong for—truth. The spirit of truth 
will embody itself tn life and in men.”’ 

This man has been kept in the convent for 
over twenty years, and there is not the least 
doubt that he will die there, as many hun- 
crene of religious fanatics have died before 

1im. 

To the honor of the monks it must be said 
that the Government does notrely upon them 
tor the safekeeping of the heretics, and 
therefore a company of soldiers is stationed 
there. There are no morefree monks in the 
world than those of the Solovetsky Convent. 
They struggle with the cold and with the 
sea; they defy Nature, and are not afraid of 
man, be he Prior, or Bishop, or Czar. They 
work hard, eat neartily, and love to drink 
vodka. Gigantic monks, with oars in their 
hands, cutting with their boats the salt, 
chilly waves—where else can such a strange 
sight be seen ? 

The Russian convents will not be impover- 
ished or reformed if the State subsidy is dis- 
continued. While Holy Russia contains so 
many millions of ignorant and superstitious 
people the convents will grow fat, subsidy 
or no subsidy. 


Two Brutal Assasinations in Todd 
County—A Femate Fiend’s Activity 
with a Pitchfork.

‘The 
first ended the career of one Nathan Gould, 
a pioneer settler of the county, an erratic 
bachelor farmer who had during the eight 
years he had lived there succeeded in mak- 
ing himself more than ordinarily obnoxious 
to nearly all with whom he came in contact. 
Gould has had recent trouble with several 
neighbors, and at the time of his murder was 
under bail for killing farmer’s 
cow. | He was last seen alive ‘Thurs- 
day last at Stowe Prairie after being 
admitted to bail. Friday afternoon School- 
Superintendent Barnes discovered the body 
in a lonely place on the road and gave the 
alarm. Gould had recently had misunder- 
standings with Jim Moody, whose heifer he 
shot and sold to the Wadena butcher; with 
the Constable who arrested him, and with 
two young men, brothers, named Reese, who 
rented his farm last fall, and whom he ran 
off with a revolver and threatened to shoot if 
they ever came on the premises again. They 
were advised to arm themselves, and 
did so preparatory to the  deadiy 
meeting for which they were 
continually on the lookout. It is probable 
that certain of his long-suffering victims took 
advantage of this circumstance and lay in 
ambush for him in the timber and there dis- 
patched him. . He was probably shot as he 
rode into the timber. Falling from his 
horse he was shot in the head, and subse- 
quently not less than balf a dozen times in 
the back. ‘There seems to be little disposi- 
tion in the neighborhood to make the murder 
the subject of legal investigation. 

The other tragedy happened about eight 
miles from the scene of the Gould murder. 
Dave Steinbach, a young German farmer 
living at Stowe Prairie, was brutally mur- 
dered by a neighbor, one Saulley, assisted 
by his wife. Several days ago Steinbach 
and Saulley had some words, and threats are 
said to have passed between them at the 
time. Wednesday last Steinbach, intending 
to do some thrashing, started his men 
out, and: followed shortly after on horse- 
back. He was met by Saulley and wife, 
who were evidently lying in wait for 
him. Saulley immediately attacked hii, 
and, he getting the better of the fight, Mrs, 
Saulley attacked him with a pitchtork, two 
of the tines of which had been broken off, 
leaving only the centre one. With this 
weapon the woman viciously stabbed Stein- 
bach, whose whole attention was occupied 
by Saulley’s attack. She jammed the pitch- 
fork through his skull and down through 
his brain to the neck, whence it protruded. 
Another lunge sent the pitcbfurk through 
his nose. A dozen stabs show on _ his 
legs, and his head is terribly vruised 
where Saulley beat him with the pitchtork- 
handle. During the mélee the woinan’s‘arm 
was broken just above the wrist, and she is 
now coatined to her bed, a pitysician having 
certified that she cannot get up for six weeks. 
Saulley ‘is in jail at Long Prairie. Mrs. 
Sau!ley states that her husband was attacked 
by Steinbach, and had to commit the deed in 
self-defense. She says she did not know 
Steinbach was dead, as he got up and saton 
alog atter they had got through beating 
him.

DANIEL B. VERMILYE. 


He Has Filed the Papers in a Suit 
for Divorce froma His Wife. 


Sr. Pavr, Minn., Oct. 27.—[Special.]— 
Daniel B, Vermiiye today revealed the pur- 
pose of his return trip to St. Paul by the 
filing of papersinasuit for divorce from 
Mary C. Vermilye, his wife. This filing was 
made in the oflice of the District Court 
Clerk, and, stripped of its legal verbiage, 
but with all its allegations clearly stated, the 
complaint sets forth the following: Daniel 
b. Vermilye and Mary C. Holmes were mar- 
ried at Orange, N. J., April 30, 187%. The 
plajntiff is 20 and the defendant 2% years of 
age. They have one child, William M., how 
34g years of age. in March, 1851, the par- 
ties came to Minnesota, and the >’ aintiff has 
since been a resident of this State. Between 
June 1, 1881, and May 2, 1882, at sundry 
places, including Vermilye’s residence in St. 
Paul, Mrs. Vermilye committed the crime of 
aduitery with William Myers. The acts al- 
lewed were frequent and continuous during 
the time stated, and occurred also in Chicago 
and elsewhere in Illinois as wellas in 5St. 
Paul. Between. May 2, 1882, and. the 
date of the filing of the complaint the 
defendant has committed adultery with 
Myers in divers places in Minnesota, Lilinois, 
New York, in the City of New York, 


“upon the Continent of Europe, and these 


acts have been common and freqtent.) ‘The 
plainti? is informed and believes that Myers 
and Mrs. Vermilye are now living in adultery 
at some pointin New York or New Jersey, 
and have contiaued their relations. ‘The 
plaintiff alleges he had no knowledge of the 
adultery until about the middie of November, 
1882, and he has not lived or cohabited with 
the defendant since. le has not con- 
doned the acts. The plaintiff avers he 
has ample ineans to provide’ tor 
his child, which is now in the possession and 
custody of its mother, who is an unfit and 
improper person to have thecare of the child 
or the supervision of his education. The 
complaint further recites that ever since 
May, 1882, Mrs. Vermilye has persisted in 
her adulterous intereourse with Myers, and 
is now persistinz in the same. She has 
abandoned the home of the plaintiff, and has 
lived with Myers in various cities in the 
United States solely at his expense, and fur- 
ther, has accompanied him to Europe and 
lived with him there until she was 
compelled by the plaintiff to return, he hav- 
ing followed her to Europe for the purpose 
of gaining possession of the child. ‘The 
plaintiff demands judgment of divorce, and 
that the defendant be allowed no right or 
interest to any of his real or personal prop- 
erty, either by dower or otherwise; also 
that she be enjoined from using the name of 
Vermilye, and be compelled to adopt her 
maiden name, Mary C. Holmes. Ie also de- 
mands the personal care and custody of the 
child free and clear of all interference, 
right, or supervision heyeceforth to be exer- 
cised by the defendant, and that the custody 
of the child pending the suit be givey him. 
Vermilye makes a long specific statement 
of the relations of Myers with his family in 
St. Paul, and afterwardsin New York and 
Europe. He says: “About Aug. 1, 1882, I 
began to hear rumors. of the §inti- 
wiacy existing between Gen. Myers and 
Mrs. Vermilye. When my wife returned 
l told ber Gen. Myers was a bad man, and 
his intentions toward her were evil. lL wound 
up by saying that he could not stay in my 
house, whereupon she became very inaig- 


nant, and said if he could not re 
main neither would she, and =I 
was overruled.” Soon after, he alleges, 


his wife pretended to leave town in his 
absence, and did leave immeaiately upon his 
return without his consent. ‘* The next 
thing I heard was that Myers had secured a 
six months’ leave, and was boarding at the 


“Clarendon, in New York City, the same 


hotel in which Mrs. Vermilye was boarding. 
Myers remained there until about the Ist of 
last January, when he moved to the St. 
James, some one hay told my wife for the 
two to livein the same hotel was altogether 
too bare-faced a fact.

A MONSTER OF THE DEEP. 


Extraordinary Discovery of a Most Ex- 
traeordinary Animal. 

PANAMA, Oct. 13.—Capt. D. Seymour, of 
the American whaling bark Hope On, which 
anchored in the bay the 7th from a four- 
months’ cruise,-with 400 barrels of hump- 
back on board, reports having encountered 
astrange marine monster off St. Elmo. This 
is one of the Pear! isiand group, situated be- 
tween forty and fifty miles from this town. 
The boats were out, waiting signals from 
the vessel as to the direction in which the 
whales were heading. Suddenly the water 
broke at ashort distance from iic heat. Capt. 
Seymour was steering, and he made ready to 
catch a whale. But to his surprise ané& 
that of the men in the boat, who ceased 
pulling and looked around when he shouted: 
to them, an animal somewhat like 
a horse slowly rose out of the water and 
then dived, apparently alarmed at the sight 
of the boat. None of those present had 
ever seen an animal like it before, although 
they are all old sailors, and they agree in 
saying, as do another boat’s crew who saw it 
the following day, that it is an animal which 
has never been previously encountered. ‘The 
glance which Capt. Seymour obtained ena- 
bles him to describe it as about twenty feet 
in length, with a handsome horselike head, 
with t unicorn-shaped horns protruding 
from it, with four legs or double-jointed fins, 
a brownish hide, profusely speckled with 
large black spots, and a tail which appeared 
to be divided into two parts. The animal 
was seen on two different days, and an effort 
would have been made to catch it had it not 
been that whales were about at the time.

and that it could be easily killed with lances 
and bomb-guns.

He came out of bis house, and on the opposit 
side of the street found lying on the sidewaik a 
nan, Who spoke a few words and then became 
inseusibie. About the time this gentleman 
Teached the man Policeman Butcher and a 
colored watcbman arrived. As the man acted 
88 if seriously burt, the patrol wagon wus 
called, and he was taken to the Chicago Ave- 
nue Station. Dr. Cunningham was called 
in, but could find no evidence of any injury.

Review of the Week. 
The attendance at all the theatres was con- 
siderably affected by a week of incessant 


rain, and fog, and gloom. The audiences at 


Haverly’s were large considering the disa- 


greeable weather, although the receipts were 


by no means as great as during the first 


week of “A Parisian Romance.” Every one 
who has seen that play has formed some 
opinion of Richard Mansfield’s Baron Chev- 
rial—the brilliant impersonation which has 
made the otherwise dull drama a pronounced 
success. Few. who have gazed upon the 
broken-down French roué, who have seen 
« the trembling hands and tottering step and 
heard the shrill, piping voice of age, are 
aware that the actor is a stalwart young 
gnan, 25 years old, with a smooth face 
nd fresh complexion, and with the 
elastic carriage of a trained athlete. 
His mother was a Polish prima-donna who 
married a Captain in the british navy, and 
from her he inherits musical talent of a high 
order. He speaks several languages fluent- 
ly, and is versed in the literature of each. 
it is said that as a painter he has done sur- 
prisingly fine work, his water-colors es- 
pecially being worthy of a place in any 
choice collection. He has been on the stage 
only three years, and bas gained his reputa- 
tion entirely by his acting of the Baron 
Chevrial. ‘That he has already attained so 
high.a position as an actor is not to be won- 


dered at in view of the broad culture upon 


which his artis based. He no doubt recog- 
nizes that the work ofan actor needsaill the 


pmbellishments which the widest culture can

Mansfield realizes Diderot’s ideal of great

fect copy of another, -reproducing with 
absolute fidelity the minutest§ details.

performances. This method of.relying upon 


study rather than upon inspiration alone 
will make his acting uniformly polished as

be accomplished.

It is a shade worse than any Irish 
play which Bartley Campbell has attempted 
to write, and it may be dismissed with that 
reflection. ‘The natural conclusion is, that

Beneath the exterior which 
has gained for bim such an unpalatable 
reputation Wyncot has admirable qualities 
that enable him to meet his new responsi- 
bilities with manliness and ultimate triumph. 
He discharges Jekyll and installs Jocelyn in 
his place, unmasks Cragin and disarms the 
strikers by kindness, and asserts his au- 
thority over his wayward ward with a win- 
ping admixture of gentleness and firmness.

KRUPP’S IRON-WORKS, 

Herr Paui Denn has written a short account 
of the immense iron-works of Krupp, in Essen, 
for the Industrie Blatter. Krupp’s works were 
founded in 1810; in 1855 the number of his work- 
men rose to 693, and soon afterwards he felt 
obliged to build dwellings for them. The 
number of his workmen in 1882 was 10,598, 
and the number of houses 3,208, in which 
live 16.200 souls, The houses are. built 
containing from two to tive rooms, the 
rent running from about £4 to lla year. One 
successtul experiment was a boarding-house 
for 200 single men, and later for 500 meno, pro- 
viding dioner, with meat four times a week, 
supper, coffee, and butter: the bread they must 
provide themselves. A large coOperative store, 
started by F. Krupp, has developed enormous- 


“ly and monopolized the retailtrade of the dis- 


trict. The Sick Ciub bas existed since 1856, and 
in 1882 bad 11.011 members, and a fund of 
£62,608.. The pensions in 1882 amounted to 
$2,042. and the deuth liability to LAT7; some 
aiterations will probabiy be madegin the 
arrangements in accordance with the néw laws. 
Sick clubs among the workmen’s families also 
exist. There is a sanitary committee in the 
works. The works bave had a fever hospital 
since 1871, an infirmary since 1872; the former 
was transferred to the town of in 1882 
for smalil-pox cases.

In one week in September, 
1482, the number of people—men, women, and 
chiidren—connected with and dependent on 
Krupp’s works was 65,38L

THE DAN CING SEASON. 


No Round Dances in Favor Except 
the Glide Waltz and La 
Russe. 


A Dancing Congress Sits Annually to. 


Decide What Dances Are 
Proper. 


Dancing as a Reformatory Measnre— 
Americans the Best Dancers—The — 
Square Dances. 


“No, ar, the scnottische is dead,” said a 
well-known teacher of dancing on the West 
Side the other evening. “In fact, no round 
dances will be in favorthe coming season 
but the glide waltz and the La Russe. The 
latter, you know, is a comparatively new 
dance, and came into no general notice till 
last year, when it had a big run and became 
so popular that everybody wants to learn it 
this year. Itis very easy to account for its 
success, though. People were tiring a little 
of the giide waltz, and didn’t take kindly to 
the other new round dances, as they were not 
easy to dance physically and were not espe- 
cially graceful. -But this La Russe combines 
the favorit glide movement with the lively 
polka step, and as the variation calis for no 
violent action like the racquet and- other 
cyclonic steps, but brings out a dancer’s 
best points in ease and grace, it satisfies all 
except those who want to dance something 
that will throw them into fever-heat, and 
probably unfit them for any more rational en- 
joyment the rest of the evening. 

CUANGES IN THE WALTZ. 


Woe there any changes being made in the 
waltz: 

** None that are recognized by the schools, 
and they set the style for the country. About 
four years ago so many innovations were 
creeping into the dances, and so many mere 
deviations were designated as legitimate 
dances, that all the teaghers whohad the 
success of dancing at heart organized a so- 
ciety called the American Society of Dan- 
cing, which meets several times a year and 
announces any change in or addition to the 

revaiiing dances which they think is right. 

y this union, dancing has been put upona 
higher plane and 1s not now subject to the 
sudden changes that a few years 
ago brought into that delightful 
accomplishment so many elements 
of coarseness and irregularity. And so, 
when I say the waltz will not be 
changed this year, 1 mean that the society 
has not recognized the efforts of a few who 
want to introduce somewhat sensational 
features into the present waltz step, and con- 
sequently have decided to retain in all its 
simplicity the old favorit glide.” : 
THE DANCING-SCHOOL AS A REFORMATORY. 
- “*Ts dancing on the increase ?”’ 

“To asgurprising extent. I attribute this 
not only tothe unifying and purifving effect 
of the society, but also to the wider under- 
standing and appreciation that Seople have 
of it as a means of counteracting the thou- 
sand and one influences that, going masked 
under the name of pleasures, are destroying 
the youth of the land. I tell you the parents 
all over the country are giving us a helping 
hand, and it is good for them if they do, if 
their experiences are anything like those of 
the mother who came to me a 
year ago this fall. Her young 
son was going to the bad fright- 
fully fast and she knew it. She had tried 
every influence—the church, school, busi- 
néess—but they had no effect upon her boy. 
With tears in her eyes she pleaded with me 
to take him in and try to draw him from his 
degrading associations. I did so, and Iaid 
the case before a young lady, who agreed to 
take him as a partner during the season. 
‘The air of refined sociabilitv and confidence 
that characterizes a well-ordered dancing 
party soon had its effect upon him. ‘The first 
two evenings he was gloomy. and moody, and 
sat much apart. But the third evening 
there was a marked improvement in him, 
and [ could see the spirit of the gentleman 
that’s in every Well-bred person begin to as- 
sert itself, and from that time on he made 
such rapid progress toward his old manhood 
that | was not much surprised, though very 
glad, to have him walk upto me at the sea- 
son’s close and say that he had given up liquor 
and gambling and was no longer afraid 
to look his mother in the face. This is not 
the only instance, either, in which I have 
noticed a decided change for the better pro- 
duced by the influences of dancing-schools.” 

RELIGIOUS PREJUDICES. 

religious prejudices giving way as 
much as you would like ?” 

“Yes: L have nothing to complain of in 
that respect, especially when 1 can remember 
when nearly every church influence was 
against the practice. Yes, the church people 
and 1 get along very nicely, and when | con- 
sider the inereased patronage of church peo- 
pie that every year brings me, and that one- 
third of my support comes from church 
families, lam perfectly content to bide the 
time when ail these foolish objections will 
pass away, which is not fardistant. Of the 
chureh denominations I get the most en- 
couragement from the Universalist, Unitar- 
ian, and Episcopalian, who take great pleas- 
ure in giving dancing parties in the 
academy rooms for social or benevolent pur- 
poses. I think every denomination in 
the city has a child represented in my classes 
this year. Only a short timeagoa Methodist 
Jady who had some scruples against moving 
the feet in time yielded to the entreaties of 
her oldest daughter, 14 years old, and sent 
her to me. After the second lesson the 
mother brought her youngest, only 3 years 
old, and said she wanted her taught, too.” 


THE BENEFITS. 


** Are the benefits from dancing many ?” 

**No; to be candid they are not many, but 
they are very important and easily made per- 
manent, fhe general and gentle exercise 
that is so highly beneficial to male and female 
cannot be obtained in any other amusement 
in which the sexes can join. Besides the 
thorough training and culture that every 
part of the body receives, not in spasmodic 
exertions, but in reguiar periods according 
to music, there comes to every accomplished 
dancer a feeling of confidence that places 
the man or woman completely at 
ease, though in some subseqifent time 
of life brought unexpectedly before a large 
audience. Thisis something that can be 
gained nowhere else, and no person ever re- 
grets that he acquired it. Why, look at the 
people you meet daily. You won’t find two 
out of ten that know how to walk properly. 
Piace a row of persons in front of me whoin 
{ never Saw, and let them singly walk across 
the floor, and 1 can pick out the good dancers 
by the proper position of the foot and that 
graceful carriage which was the mark of 
breeding in the old colonial days wien ev- 
erybody danced the minuet. sides, did 
you ever know itis a good thing for nerv- 
ousness? Many parents have been advised 
by physicians to take their children to 
dancing-school as a remedy for nervousness. 
I have in mind a lady who brought me her 
little son, who was badly affected, but who 
was almost entirely cured after a few 
lessons. 1 recall also a young Jady of one of 
the leading families of the city who tells me 
that when she is not attending the dancing- 
school her old malady, which is very much 
iike St. Vitus’ dance, returns to afflict her.’’ 

THE BEST DANCERS, 

“What nationality makes best 
dancers 

“The American, by all meahs. FE know 
that | am flying in the face of the commonly- 
received opinion that the Germans are supe- 
rior waltzers, but in my experience of a 
quarter of a century I have discovered that 
the Ainerican man or woman is the most 


easily taught. The Canadian is very light 


on his feet, but hops too much, a fault which 
isnot very common amongst us. Between

OBITUARY. 


Death of John A. Graham. | 

Mr. John A. Graham, well knownin New 
York and Chicago, died Friday evening at 
the residence of his son-in-law, Mr. N. K. 
Fairbank. Mr. Graham was for many years 
a prominent merchant of New York, and 
afterwards was President of the Cumberland 
(Md.)

STATISTICS OF THE SAUSAGR. 

But it may be as well to give someof the 
actual facts unearthed regarding the sausage 
trade—incidentally as it were, 
facture of sausage has crown enormously in 
this city within a very few years. As near 
as can be estimated there are about 130 tous 

pounds of sausage made here 
Between 600 and 700 persons are con- 
stantly employed at this work, about one- 
fifth of whom are females. In the packing- 
house visited by the reporter 125 persons are 
steadily at work in the sausage department, 
and the quantity made per day averages over 
50,000 pounds. The great bulk of the sausage 
made here—say ¥Y0 to 9% per cent—is ex-

There are about 900 meat-markets or meat- 
shops in the city, in almost all of which 
The proprietors of many 
of these buy the bulk of their sausage from 
the wholesale manufacturer, using their own 
sausage machinery only to utilize the little

would otberwise be wasted on the neighbor’s 
Supposing these 900 butchers made an 
average of ten pounds each of sausage per 
clay, that makes 9,000 pou 
Frankfort sausage--the small, link sausa 
that the butchers sell—measures four feet 
measurement. Consequently the 
butchers make 36,000 féet, or nearly seven 
miles, of sausage a day.

THE COLOR LINE. 


OPINIONS OF EMERY A. STORRS AND LYMAN 
TRUMBULL. 

Apropos of the case reported in yesterday’s 
TRIBUNE in which a respectable colored man 
named Henry Murray and his wife were refused 
permission to occupy parguet-seats in the 
Olympic Theatre, a reporter asked Mr. Emery 
A. Storrs whether theatre proprietors could 
legally refuse to give any untaken seat to a 
paying applicant, no matter what his color or 
nationality might be. Mr. Storrs said hed d not 
believe they could. Thereewas no State law on 
the subject, but the common law was sufficient. 
Hoteikeepers, innkeepers, common carriers, 
etc., could not legally discriminate as to whom 
they should serve, and the same iaw applied to 
pia esof public entertainment. Ifa man were 
refused food or accommodations on account of 
his color or nationality by thuse licensed tosup- 
Diy thesame he coula have legal redress, and 
the same law would, in his opinion, apply to 
licensed places of public entertainment. 

Judge Trumbull said he was not prepared to 
give an opinion on the question. Whatever 
rightsa white man could claim from theatre 
proprietors anegro could also ciaim, as there 
was no distinction in the eye of the law, but it 
was bis impression that the theatre people had 
a right to discriminate asto whom they should 
oye _— their theatres or into any part

SHAVING-SHOPS. 
THE NICKEL AND OTHER VARIETIES. 
“Weshaveaman every ten minutes when 
trade is brisk,”’ said a five-cent barber toa TRIB- 
UNE reporter; “and then we give the ‘boss’ 
haif of each shave for rent, use of the shop, etc. 
We can average five shaves and a hbair-cut an 
hour, muking 40 cents. At12 hours’ work this 
would give us $2.40 for our share, but, allowing 


for waiting time, we average from $1.50 to $2 a 
day clear, and the ‘boss’ makes the same 
amount on each chair, of course.”” On inquir- 
ing into the relative profits of the * boss,’’ tne 
barber thought they must be great, and as he 
said so he significantly held up a towel which 
bad seen 80 much use that its color was not dis- 
cernible.. “But then our greatest profit,’’ he 
added, “is in our tonics, bay-rum, ete. We 
charge five cents for sea-foam, bay-rum, or 
cologne on the face, and nearly all that is profit,”’ 
to which conclusion the reporter also came as the 
man of lather rubbed on his head a mild excuse 
for bay-rum. “ Yes: we havealargerun of cus- 
tom. The five-cent shops nake more money than 
the 10-cent shops. Our customers are mainly 
workingmen, whose tough beards it is worth 10 
cents to cut. Occasionally young clerks dive 
down into the cellar and patronize us, in order 
to save a nickel foracigar. The class that pat- 
ronize the 1U-cent shops are about the same as 
those who visit us, but we do a little the best 
business, aS we are not idie s0 much. Things 
are getting very cheap nowadays, when a man 
‘cap get shaved fora nickel. The 10-cent shops 
do not shave any closer, do not give any better 
towels, and pay justas much rent. Saturdays 
and Sundays we charge 10 cents a shave.”’ 

A visit to a 10-cent shop resulted in about the 
the same information as the five-cent man had 
given. The latter class of shops are merely re- 
garded as the “scaipers”’ of the 10-cent shops,

A 15-cent-shop man stated that he could aver- 
age four sbaves and a shampoo or hair-cut per 
bour.

DISEASED CATTLE, 
THEIR NUMBER FALLING OFF, ' 

“More cattle are being shipped to Chicago 
now than at any other time, and they are 
healthier, too,” said Meat-Inspector Lamb to a 
TRIBUNE reporter last evening. “But a few 
diseased ones will creep in. Last Friday I con- 
demned eleven that had the spieen disease; they 
also two that had 
the cancer. They came from the West. Since 
the llth of October 1 have condemned thirty- 
nine diseased cattle; one lot came from Mus- 
kegon and another from Grand Rapids: and 
since Sept. 1 todate Ihave condemned 123 dis- 
eased cattle. About 50.00U head of cattle are re- 
ceived here weekly, and it is very difficuit to se- 
ject the diseased ones, but we have made it gen- 
erally Known that a close inspection is made, 
and comparatively few such cattle are being 
shipped. Not long ago thirty-nine head of 
lump-jawed cattle were shipped from this pla 
to Michigan. Wetelegraphed the parties, 
very likely the cattle were condemned On ar- 
rival. Butgenerally speaking a more bealthful 
lot of cattle are betnog sent in than formerly, no 
doubt owing to our general warning.”’ 

Under the direction of Heaith-Commissioner 
De Wolf experts are engaged in making micro- 
scopica!l examinations of beef for the purpose 
of ascertaining if any of the cattle being 
brought into this market are diseased. A re- 
port will be submitted tothe Health Depart- 
ment during the early part of this week.

Henry Irving’s Arrival in America, 
and the Fuss Made 
Over It. 


An Extremely Interesting Account of 
the Voyage by a Fellow- 
Traveler. 


How Miss Terry Looked, Acted, and 
Succeeded in Retaining Her. 
Appetite. 


The Notable People on Board the Steamer—Mis- 
cellaneous Notes and Gossip. 


New York, Oct. 25.—[(Special Correspond- 
ence.|—Of Henry Irving and his reception 
in the bay you have heard; and you have 
published the interviews which volatile re- 
porters obtainea during his flying trip from 
the wharf to the hotel. He is now domiciled 
in three big rooms at the Brevoort—most 
European of our hotels—while Ellen Terry 
occupiés a pleasant suite of apartments at 
the Hote! Damon, Union Square. 

At one table on the steamer sat the artist 
Albert Bierstadt and wife, Irving and Miss 
‘Terry, Mr. Moscheles, the famous London 


 portrait-painter, and Mrs. Moschetes, Mr. 


Copleston, formerly managing editor of the 
World, Mr. Henry F. Gillig, and C. A. 
Barattoni, of the American Exchange in 
Europe, Mr. Yates, a son of Edmund Yates, 
and Mg Loveday, the stage manager for 
Mr. Irving both at the Lyceum Theatre in 
Londpn and at the Star Theatre here. 
 M@Yates has come to “see what he can 
see,’”’ Mr. Moscheles to execnte commissions 
tor portraits, and Mr. Gillig to witness the 
sendoff of the new venture of Mr. Abbey, 
whose European banker he has been in en- 
gaging the artists and starting the operatic 
expedition. 

Miss Terry, whose domestic name is, I be- 
lieve, Mrs. Wardell, has lett her pretty chil- 
dren with her sister, formerly Kate Terry; 
and Mary Anderson, with whom she has 
struck upacordial friendship, has agreed 
to zo and see them often. 

Kate Terry, Ellen Terry’s sister, you re- 
member, was Irving’s leading lady ten or 
fifteen years ago. Nowsheis Mrs. Arthur 
Lewis, a leading lady in tae best society of 
suburban London. By “best society” I 
mean the most interesting and intellectual 
society, titled or untitled. When Kate Terry 
was a delightfui actress Arthur Lewis was a 
delightful bachelor entertainer at Moray 
Lodge, opposit the Duke of Argyll’s in Cam- 
den Hill, Kensington. He was a retired 
Regent street merchant who had become 
swiftly rich, and out at Camden Hill lie built 
this beautiful house and gathered around 
him achoice society of litterateurs,!musi- 
cians, and artists. Nobody who has ever 
shared his hospitality will forget the 
charming go-as-you-please enjoyments of 
that circle, greatly contributed to by the 
unique performances of the “Moray Min- 
strels,” amateur musicians, numbering 
among them Sir Edwin Landseer and Dr. 
Maurier, of Punch. ‘There were no formali- 
ties, no stiffness, no prescribed dress. The 
Duke of Sutherland came (in spite of *‘ the 
shop’’), and sharpened up his wits by rub- 
bing them against portrait-painters, actors, 
and editors. Men came in their dress-coats 
or their shooting-jackets as they pleased. It 
was not exactly Bohéme, but an equally 
brilliant and more orderly neighborly prov- 
ince. Then, suddenly, Lewis went and mar- 
ried Kate Terry and brought her home. She 
showed herself aborn hostess, and enhanced 


the attractiveness of a place that was de- 


lightful before. Garden parties have super- 
seded the Moray Minstrels. The lawn is 
gay, and the great summer-tent is equipped 
with refreshments of all kinds. There has 
been a little social sifting, but the genial 
tone of Moray Lodge remains, making it one 
of the places about the metropolis which 
Americans of culture delight to visit. 
MR. IRVING’S “ VIEWS.” 

I called today upon Mr. Henry Irving, 
whom in June I saw play in *“* The Merchant 
ef Venice” and “* The Lyons Mail.” Heis 
not, strictly speaking, a handsome man, but 
there is a kindness and robust intelligence on 
his face that makes it very pleasing. He 
seems younger off the stage than on it, but 
old Shylock ‘end the robber of the Lyons 
Mail were scarcely adolescent personages. 
He is said to look like Oscar Wilde, but that 
is because he wears his hair long and parts 
it, like most Englishmen, in the middle. He 
looks much more like the “late” Salmi 
Morse, and about as much like Edwin Booth, 
of whom, in he seems an agreeable 
ca! icature. 

“| am making the most of this week,” he 
said; “ festivity is the word for it. y in- 
vitations are about ten deep, and I am avail- 
ing myself, as far as possible, of your royal 
hospitality. After this week I shall not have 
so much time, I go out to lunch today, out 
to dinner tonight, then to the opera to hear 
Sembrich with Miss Terry, and to a theatre 
party afterwards. 

“Yes, lam delighted to hear that Miss 
Anderson has madea hit and captured the 
London public. Sheis a delightful person. 
I met her several times, but came awa 
fore she appeared. At the wharf at Liver- 
pool this utiful message came by tele- 
graph to me—tie prayer uttered when 
Romeo goes to the house of the Capulets, 
you remember: 

Henry Irving: 

May he that bath the steerage of your course 
Direct your sail. ARY ANDERSON. 

* The tremendous activity of this city im- 

resses meeven more than its size. I ain

AN ENGLISH ARTIST. 

I have spoken of the arrival of Mr. Felix 
Moscheles. Your readers who know any- 
thing about either painting or music will 
like to hear more about him. Mr. Mosecheles 
is a portraitand figure painter of the first 
class. He comes to America not only in the 
interest of his profession, but as a delegate 
from the English Peace Society to the Peace 
Congress to be held in Washington next 
month. Among his best known portraits are 
those of Mazzini, Rubinstein, and Gounod, 
and his picture, “Little Mozart’s First In- 
spirations,”’ is on exhibition in Boston. 

His father was the great pianist, Ignaz 
Moscheles, friend of Beethoven, and teacher 
andthen partner of Mendelssohn. He was 
the first representative of the brilliant school 
of pianists at the time when the piano itseif 
developed, chiefly through Erard’s care, 
from the simple spinnet of the Mozart-Haydn 
time. He was the wonder of the age, as 
pianist, during the first thirty or forty 
years of this century. He started as a 
prodigy, and his tame continued to grow 
through life. As a composer of piano 
music he also took high rank, and his works 
are current and popular today. Unlike the 
pianists of today, he was great in improvisa- 
tion. At every concert two or three themes 
were proposed by the audience, and he took 
them and wove them together with remarka- 
ble skill. His style, if ] am not mistaken, 
was the bravura style of Rubinstein. 

Nov. 22, 1844, he wrote in his diary: “ This 
afternoon, from 2 to 3 o’clock, 1 gave Felix 
Mendelssohn his first lesson, without los 
sight for a single moment of the fact that {| 
was sitting next to a master, not a pupil. I 
congratulate myself on being able to give 
hjm some hints, which he seizes on and 
works out himself with that genius peculiar 
to himself.” After playing to eager audi- 
ences in all of the great Capitais of Europe, 
Moscheles and Mendelssohn went to Leipsic 
and organized the Conservatory of Music in 
1546. Mendelssohn died the next year, 
but Moscheles presided at the Conservatory

So Mr. Felix Moscheles, named “ Felix” 
after his godfather, Mendelssohn, comes nat- 
urally by his love of music and its sister 
art..in which he has won such distinction. 
Much of his success in portrait painting 
lies in an effective working out of detaiis, in 
reproducing all the little subtle light’ and 
shades that go to make UP One’s face—ail the 
finer tricks, so to speak, of hands, or hair, or 
gesture. Every year his paintings appear in 
the Royal Academy and the Grosvenor Gal- 
lery, and usually they are hung “on the 
line” as an attestation of merit. 

There is no artistic rendezvous in London 
more delightful or more popular than Mr. 
Moscheles’ residence in Cadogan Gardens. 
It is built in the very Midst of the grove, 
approached over the &reen lawns. The 
house is built like those of our extreme 
South, all on one floor, 85 the owner got his 

rmit from the authorities only by prom- 
fine that itshould not be visible from the 
thoroughfares. Here in the season are 
given somé ot the most distinguished music- 


als and receptions, tO which ail Lon- 
don strives to gain admittance. Here 
hove gathered on Warm even- 


ings the cream of the literary and artist life 
of the metropolis: Alma Tadema, Bough- 
ton, “Jim” Whistier, Burne-Jones, Morris, 
Kosetti, Swinburne, Henry Irving, . Nita 
Gietano, George Eliot, and occasionally the 
free-thinking and bright-witted Princess 
‘Louise. At the piano was, perhaps, Jano- 
tha, with a touch like trickling water, and at 
her side Sarasate, with his heavenly violin, 
and George Henschel’s strong voice rising 
with hissong * Zwei Grenadiers.”’ Or Theo- 
dore Marzials came and leaned upon his 
hand in the corner, listening again to his 
own “Twickenham Ferry.” 

An interesting gathering this is, And the 
most interesting figure in it is the white- 
haired and sweet-faced mother of Felix 
Moscheles, widow of great musician, 
still young in feeling. For her Beethoven 
played, and to her he sent messages in his 
last hour; to her Mendelssohn came “as one 
who could soothe” him, and adopted her as 
his mother; to her Walter Scott wrote 
verses: for her Malibran rang. Here, on a 
chefonnier, is the silver laurel wreath which 
Leipsic placed on Moscheles’ brow; here the 
littie desk on which Mendelssohn wrote 
sume of his famous music. Here is a curi- 
ous book of humorous pencil sketches by 
Mendelssohn, and a still more curious book 
which Mendelssohn gave to Felix at his chris- 
tening. On the fly-leafthe great master has 
sketched the former Moscheles House in 
London, followed by a bit of waltz he com- 
posed for the boy; then autograph music or 
comic sketches by Rossini, Thalberg, Spohr, 
Malibran, Schumann, Landseer, and scores 
of others, and on one -page the tremulous 
signature of Chopin. In Harper’s Maga- 
zine, a year or two ago, is an illustrated 
article with a beautiful portrait of Charlotte 
Moscheles and a picture of a musical party in 
this garden studio. 

Mr. Moscheles is in the prime of life, of 
slight and graceful figure, with a broad head, 
covered with a shock of iron-gray hair. 
Dark, expressive, laughing eyes, aquiline 
nose, well-cut and sensitive mouth, strong 
but slender hands, and a body full of nerves, 
He has won his way in the artistic world by 
his great talent in portraiture, and holds his 
place by exhibiting better and better work 


each year. | 

He keptadiary on board the Britannic, 
which is so artist-like and bright and speaks 
so pleasantly of his famous companions that 
I have been very glad to have his consent to 
copy a few pages: 

The weather had turned rough; it was blow-

The night before there was unusual 
stir and commotion at our hotel, the Grand. 
Irving was giving his farewell banquet. Friends 
from pear and far were crowding in to wish bim 
and Elien Terry godspeed. Hands were shaken 
bravely where eves were moist and bearts were 
full; the yellow telegram envelopes, slipped in 
occasionally, and a fair number of photographs 
were signed by the heroof the day. For once 
in the way Irving graciously waived his privi- 
lege of entertaining bis friends all night, and 
before 12 o'clock that chapter ciosed. 

The next day a large crowd gachered at the 
hotel doors and gave the most popular of act- 
vrs the most cordial of greetings as he stepped 
into his carriage. Miss Terry was not there to 
bave her share of the ovation. She was start- 
ing from the Adeiphi, where she had been stay- 
ing. 

A special tender stood in .readiness to con- 
vey the rignt royal party from the landing-stage 
to the steamer, but not till 4 o'clock were the 
last adieux said, the last words exchanged, and

PERE HYACINTHE. 
An Interesting Sketch of the 
Great French Preach= 
er’s Life. 


His Visit to America- Made for 
the Purpose of Raising 
Funds. 


How He Renounesd His Vows to Wed a 
Pretty Widow—His Church 
in Paris. 


Paris, Oct. 13.—[Special Correspondence. 
—In view of the fact that Mme. Loyson has 
left Paris on a visit to the United States, and 
is to be followed immediately westward by 
her husband, I do not think that a brief 
sketch of the career of the celebrated ex-Car- 
melite would be at the present moment unac- 
ceptable to the readers of Tur TriBuNr. 
Before, however, entering into this subject, 
allow me to say a few words in reference to 
the object of Pére Hyacinthe’s mission to 
America. Ihave made particular inguiries 
on the matter among members of the Gallic- 
an Church in this city, and the result of my 
investigations warrants me in stating that the 
“almighty dollar” is the alpha as well as the 
omega of tho entire business. Itis all non- 
sense to assert that Mr. Hyacinthe Loyson is 
to stump the Western Continentin order to 
spread the light of his Gallican Gospel, oy to 
make converts. It is an open secret that the 
Gallican Church, of which Mr. Loyson is the 
“friend, philosopher, and guide,’’ has been 
for some time on the verge 
of bankruptcy, as the enthusiasm 
which at first generously provided it with 
the necessary financial resources has been 
slowly but surely wasting itself out—the re- 
sult being that several of its ecclesiastical 
officials who followed their famous chief in 
his “ rebellion’”’ against Catholicity have re- 
turned penitent and penniless into the fold 
they abandoned. Rich ladies who were 
charmed with the irresistible eloquence of 
Pére Hyacinthe contributed at the start 
to his coffers. Liberal Roman Catholics, 
finding a freer and fuller scope for the de- 
velopment of their views on religious and 
political questions in his coterie, supplied 
him with the proper funds to carry out his 
enterprise. Several Protestant sects in Ge- 
neva as wellas in England assisted him in 
his uphill work, but when the novelty had 
passed away, and French Gallicans them- 
selves, who were stanch adherents of the 
Lammenais and Montelembert school, com- 
menced to shrug their shoulders and give a 
rather wide berth to the new and daring 
apostie of the rights of the Catholic priest- 
hood to marriage, foreign well-wishers grew 
tepid in their sympathy: and hence took 
place the sensible falling-off in the funds of 
the establishment—such a woful falling-off, 
iv fact, that, at the instigation of his wife 
and several friends, Mr. Loyson has been 
compelied to s@#ek the assistance of America 
in order to fill his treasury, and combat 
Catholicity o® the one side and free thought 
on the other. 

PEN-AND-INK SKETCH OF HYACINTHE. 

To form an adequately correct judgment 
of anv man one should know him not alone 
as he is, but also as he was. In his strange 
and checkered career two Loysons must ever 
appear in bold relief—Loyson the student of 
St. Sulpice and Loyson the Gallican Pontiff. 
I have learned from aclerzyman who was in 
the same class with him in college that he 
was the pet alike of his Professors and fel- 
low-pupils owing to his natural sweetness of 
disposition, his brilliant talents, his unas- 
suming manners, and a certain air of ill- 
health and delicacy that evoked the sympa- 
thies of many. At that time he was a 
slenderly-built youth, and his short-sighted- 
ne-s lent his countenance a timidity of ex- 
pression more peculiar to a young maiden 
than to a schooil-boy. .His face was well 
rounded and had a hue of deadly pallor. 
Long chestnut locks lay in wreaths around 
his forehead and flowed down almost to 
his shoulders. Continual study, carried on 
to excess, made tim somewhat taciturn and 
absent-minded in conversation. He used to 
traverse the corridors of the seminary often 
alone, meditating and dreaming day-dreams, 
perhaps as roseate as poet ever dreamt. 
‘* The only rule in the college he ever broke,” 
observed my clerical informant, * was that 
containing the injunction, ‘Raro unus; nun- 
quam duo; saltem tres’; and which means 
that rarely should a student be found alone 
in the courtyard during the time of recrea- 
tion; that never should students walk in 
twos, but that at least there should be three 
in the company. Put ‘saepe’ in place of 
‘raro’ in the rule, and you will understand 
how Mr. Loyson managed to interpret it.’ 
Even then, Mr. Loyson was of a melancholy 
cisvosition. He had all the warmth and at- 
dor peculiar to the sunny South where he 
first saw the light of day, ana seemed to pine 
and wither away in Paris.. “1 feel,” he once 
said to a friend of his father’s who called to 
see him, “that ’m doomed to an early death 
for want of Southern sun.” “ Ask for leave 
of absence,” suggested his visitor. * No, 
not all!” replied the Levite, doggedly. “I'll 
ae ; desert my post, and Vil die at it if needs 
be 

Mr.’ Loyson, the Pontiff of Gallicanism, is 
now in his 57th year. His physique has still 
many of its olden charms. e has a broad 
and well-developed chest, though his shoul- 
ders droop after the fashion of those of 
women. ‘The brow is expansive and smooth 
as ivory. ‘The eyes are small, and generally 
dead and dull in expression except at times, 
when he carries away the multitude by the 
passion and nerve of his eloquence. In ad- 
dressing an audience in the Cirque d’ Eté he 
often reminds one of the Hyacinthe who 
once preached those wonderful sermons to 
the Catholic élite of Paris from the pulpit of 
Notre Dame. At intervals, however, he 
seems to forget his sacred cal ling. 1 saw him 
on several occasions bury his hands in his 
breeches pockets while a ou the 
rights and prerogatives of divinity! His style 
of speaking is bold and classic, partaking 
alike of the fervor of Lacordaire and the stern 
logic of Bossnat. His gestures are nearly 
always perfect, and his voice is strong and 
sonorous. Happy in his exordium, he is 
happier still in his peroration, for he winds 
up his discourses jn an admirably vehement 
manner suitable to the tastes of his listeners, 
who are borne along as a wave by the magic 
of his enthusiasm and the art of his peculiar 
oratory. 

THE DEBUTS OF PERE HYACINTHE. 

It is‘strange, but true, that in his early 
-youth Mr. Loyson always encountered men 
who foretold what his career through life 
would be. His feverish restlesness and un- 
alloyed thirst for personal indepenaence were 
in the eyes of several sure precursors to his 
secession from Catholicity. He had, besiaes, 
felt the hot 
biood tingling wildly in his veins, and he in- 
stinctively knew that some day or other, 
sooner or later, he-should break the cabie 
and give unbounded play to his strong and 
dominant passions. aving passed with 
éclat through the usual curriculum at St. 
Sulpice—a college, by the by, that produced 


Renan, Lacordaire, and Dupanloup—he was 
ordained priest and duly admitted into the 
company of Sulpicians—a body of ecclesias- 
tics whose mission is to educate Levites 
for the Roman Catholic Imme- 
diately after his joining this society he was 
sent to one of its seminaries in Nantes, where 
he acted as Professor of Philosophy, and 
won golden opinions from ail who were 
brought into contact with him by his solid 
and sparkling intelligence and his genial 
traits of character. An event tuok place in 
the institution which will show that the young 
' professor recoiled from the temvtations which 
were even then pressing bard upon him. 
The windows of the room in which he lived 
opening on the public square of the town, 
his solitude was often intruded upon by

He was accordingly summoned to Paris, 
and was attached to the Parish of St. Sulpice. 
The worry and temptations of the world, 
however, atfrighted him, and in despair he 
feft the Sulpician society, burying himself in 
of the Carmelites in the city, 
taking their monastic vows donning 
their rough, quaint costume. Here, away 
from the bustle of humanity, he thought he 
could secure that contentment and tran- 
quility of soul denied him elsewhere; but he 
was bitterly disappointed in his expecta- 
tions. Scarcelv had he been well installed in 
his new home when the Archbishop of Paris 
ordered him to commence a_ series of ser- 
mons in the Church of Notre Dame itself— 
nowinating him as the successor of Pére 
Felix and Lacordaire. This exalted position 
Was attcibuted to the success which attended 
his efforts in the Church of St. Sulpice and 
othér places where his splendid sermons 
were themes of admiration on the lips of all 
who heard them. He had now reached the 
pinnacte ot fame within the Catholic Church 
as far as preachers were concerned, for itis 
well known that none save the greatest of 
Catholic preachers could bold the pulpit of 
Notre Dame de Paris during the Lenten 


Season of the year. Occupying the 
sition at present held y Pére 
onsabre, he poured out the warmth 

and ardor of his soul in enthusiastic 


and well-reasoned discourses. ‘Thousands 
thronged to listen tohim. High-born dames 
of the Quartier Saint Germain filled the 
chureh with. the sweet aroma stealing from 
their rich toilets whenever he read and ex- 
oy, the Gospel of the day. ‘The titled 

ukes, Counts, and other scions of the Le- 
gitimist and Napoleonic aristocracies de- 
serted the club-room, the gambling-table, and 
the boudoir to have their fancies mesmerized 
by his subtle sentences. Among the con- 
gregated masses one could easily recognize 
the well-known features of Senators, Depu- 
ties, Judges, lawyers, journalists, Counsel- 
ors of State, and even members of the Cabi- 
net, all eager to—if not to adopt the particu- 
lar tenets he was propounding—at least to 
admire the way in which he propounded 
them. Not since the days of the celebrated 
Lacordaire was there ever such a glorious 
success as his in Notre Dame. Flushed with 
flattery and proud of the applause that greet- 


cared to enter, he was invited to Rome by 

the late Pope Pius LX. and was enthusias- 

tically received by that Pontiff. 

HOW PERE HYACINTHE WON HIS AMERICAN 
WIFE. 

The story may be briefly told. Lionized in 
the ltalian Capital as he had been in that of 
France, he had the entrée to the salons of the 
old Roman nobility. At the house of acertain 
well-known Princess he wet a young Amer- 
ican widow who belonged.to one of the re- 
formed churches, but who still had a passion- 
ate interestin the sermons Pé:. Hyacinthe was 
at that time delivering in the Eternal City. 
After a few weeks’ acquaintance he discoyv- 
ered that she was open to cenversion, and he 
accordingly persuaded her out of her former 
belief. The ceremony of reception into the 
Catholic Church was nes with all due 
and public rites in Notre Dame, where the 
renowned Carmelite preached on the occa- 
sion, calung the lady his “dear sister,” and 
addressing her as she wept (tears of joy He 
suppose) in language such as-this: “ The 
angels themselves will lay as so many pearls 
-at the Lord’s feet these tears that at this mo 
ment are coursing down your cheeks!’ That 
cay Pére Hyacinthe became the lady’s con- 
fessor, and she used to visit his confessional 
regularly for weeks afterwards in the Car- 
melite Church of Paris. A time came, 
however, when ber visits altogether ceased. 
The young American widow had captured 
the heart of the Carmelite, and witi: it the 
Carmelite himself, who threw aside the 
roughly-textured robe of his order, denied 
the articles of Syllabus, inaugurated a **re- 
bellion” against the Catholic Pontiff, and

The events of his afver life are sufficiently 
fresh in the recollection of my readers to call 
for anything like exhaustive recapitulation. 
Suffice it to say that he raised immediately the 
standard of Gallicanism, that he proceeded to 
Geveva, where, with the lightnings of the 
Vatican still flaring around him, he used to 
celebrate a Gallican nass according to the Ko- 
man rubrics, butin the French language, and 
that afterwards he returned 
he started a churchof his own, which at first 
had a good share of success, but is now only 
achurch in name. Pére Hyacinthe hastried 
in vain toinduce the people of France to 
adopt his mode of thinking. Catholics, free-

The Story of Martin Luther. 

FAIRFIELD, Ia., Oct. 24,—(Editor of The 
Tribune.|—In Tne Trinune of Monday, 
Oct, 22, appears a sermon by Prof. Swing 
upon Martin Luther, and while it isin the 
main atolerably complete lecture upon the 
first of the three important phases which go 
tomake up the life of the hero of the Ref- 
ormation, yet tere are several gross errors 
in the statements of Prof. Swing to which I 
desire to call the attention of those who, in 
this year of Luther memories and memorials, 
have read the sermon referred to, and who 
are more or less interested in the subject of 
ail these memories—the occasion of all of the 
sketches, lectures, sermons, etc., which fill 
our papers and occupy the public mind. In 
the Lutheran City of Chicago such erroneous 
statements as those to which I shall call at- 
tention should not, for very shame, have 
been made. That [ may coverin a brief 
outline the story of Martin Luther as far as 
Prof. Swing has told it, let me begin at the 


beginning. In the Town of Eisleben, in. 


Saxony, in the year 1483 and the evening of 


| Nov. 10, about 11 o’clock, a child was born 


to John and Margaret Luther. It was a 
boy. The first act of the pious 
father was to consecrate to God by 
baptism the child which he had given them. 
This was accordingly consummated the 
following morning (‘luesday),when in mem- 
ory of his birth he was called Martin, the 
10th of November being in the Catholic cal- 
ender St. Martin’s <r 6 When this child 
was about 6 months old John Luther moved 
his family to the Town of Mansfeld, a few 
miles distant from Eisleben—a town dis- 
tinguished asamining district. The cause 
of this removal, according to the leading 
historians, appears w have been that John 
Luther, who was a miner—a mine or siate 
hewer, as they were called—who was a 
frugal, honest, hardworking man, might find 


» employment. Andit is nowhere intimated 


by the best,historians of this period and of 
Lather that Luther’s parents removed,asProf. 
Swing has stated, to Mansfeld ‘* where there 
could be found in afew years the good of 
education.” It is not likely that John Luther 
had atthis time thought of educating his 
son. Their life at Mansfeld was full of 
hardships. “Chey lived at first in extreme 
poverty.” “My parents,” said the Reform- 
er, ““ were very poor. My father was a wuod- 
cutter, and my mother has often carried the 
wood on her back that she might earn 
wherewith to bring us children up. They 
endured the hardest labor for our sakes.”’ 
. This was their life as they began it at Mans- 
feld, when Luther was but 6 months ola. 
D’Aubiné’s History of the RKeforma- 
,’ Book 2). In time, by virtue of 
his industry and frugality, John 
Luther became better circumstanced. He 
was able, after some time,.to establish two 
small furnaces foriron at Mansfeld. And 
in recognition of bis worth he was made one 
of the Council of the Town of Mansfeld. It 
is true that young Martin was treated with 
' great severity, and often with cruelty. Says 
uther: * My parents treated me cruelly, 
s0 1 became very timid; one day, tora mere 
trifle, my mother beat me until -the blood 
came. ‘They truly thought they were doing 
right, but they had no discernment of char- 
acter, which is absolutely necessary, that we 
may. know when, on whom, and how punish- 
ment should be inflicted.”” At Mansfeld the 
child Martin was sent to school at an early 
age. He learned all that was there taught— 
“the Ten Commandments, the Apostles’ 
Creed, the Lord’s Prayer, some hymns, some 
forms of prayer, and some Latin grammar.’’ 
At 14 he was sent by his father, in accord 
with his desire to educate hita,to.school at 
Magdeburg—at what school it does not defi- 
nitly appear. After remaining here for a 
ear, and enduring great hardships, his 
ather sent him to Eisenach, where he had 
relatives, and he hoped that Martin could 
find a living easier, for he was able to help 
him but little, if any. Here at Eisenach he 
is kindly received by Ursula Cotta—a kindly 
Christian woman, who has been interested in 
him by his beautiful voice, his pious demean- 
_@r, and his apparent hardships. Here the poor 
boy enjoys a blissful period. For three years he 
stays at Eisenach, and at 18 years of age, in 
1501,. he enters the university at Erfurth. 
Mansfeld, Magdeburg, Kisenach 1s the round 
he went before--entering the university. 
Prof.. Swing, however, makes Luther go 
from home te the school, which prepared 
him for the university, and also makes him 
find Ursula Cotta, the friend of his youth 
there, which is very different from the real- 
ity. Luther’s life at these schools demon- 
strated the stuff out of which he was made. 
Says D’Aubiné: “The strength of Luther’s 
understanding, the liveliness of his imagina- 
tion, and his exceilent memory enabled him 
in a short time to get the start of all his fel- 
low-students: Hemade especially rapid 
progress in the dead languages, in rhetoric, 
and in poetry.” Columns and pages might 
be written about the extraordinary talents, 
the wonderful gooi-nature, and the amazing 
eloquence of the;young student. But it is 
not necessar that they be repeated here. 
His university course was most brilliant. 
He was beloved by his companions and 
teachers. In 1503, in‘ the beginning of the 
year, he received his degree of Master of 
“Philosophy. It was his father’s will that 
Luther sheuld now study law, but it may 
not be safely said that I.uther desired ict. 
rious meditations had been his 
thoughts, and he inclined toward theo ony. 
Several incidents conspired to change his 
life. A severe sickness, in which he came 
near to death’s door, was foMdowed after 
his recovery by the sudden death ofa 
rot. Swing deciares, was the friend struc 
by lightning walking by Lifther’s side. This 


is a mere legend, unconfirmed by the —~ 


authorities. After his 6wn apparent deli 
erance from death he returned toward the 
end of June, 1505, from a visit to his parents, 
where he had been to see if it might be that his 
father would consent to his abandonment of 
his law studies, when a severe storm arose, 
accompanied by vivid lightning and terrific 
thunder. “A vivid flash of lightning,’”’ says 
Kdstiin in his “ Life of Luther,” *“*quivered 
before him. He fell from his horse and in- 
voked the aid of St. Anna, the patron of the 
district, saying, “ Help me, dear St. Anna. [ 
will become a monk.” ‘This was the natural 
outburst ofa pent-up heart, which conceived 
its duty to be other than the work in which 
it was engaged. Luther soon after entered 
the convént. The poems of his friends 
was of noavail. He had promised; he would 
make that promise good. But one thing 
more and I am done with Prof. Swing’s ser- 
mon: Prof. Swing says that Luther’s love 
of study alarmed the monks, “ and they held 
a secret meeting to determine how to check 
the unsaintly manners of the young devotee. 
A venerable ecclesiastic declared such a love 
of books to be sinful: that it elevated wo 
much the individual mind when it ought to 
sit prostrate, meekly submissive to the high 
pensations of the superiors.” Luther 
was condemned to be the man-of-all-work 
fortheconvent: and for three years heswung 
broom, carried the wood, scruhbed the 
stairs, and then with the company of a Wack- 
mule he begged food from door ta door.”’ It 
is hardly possible to believe that Prof. Swing 
would make such a statement im good ear- 
nest. For this statement is far from being 
in accord with what D’Aubiné savs, and 
om What Késtlin says in his new life of 
uther, of which J. A. Froude says 
that as a history of Luther it leaves noth- 
more to be desired.” It is true that Lu- 
tr was imposed upon; that mean and 
servile tasks were assigned to him: bat this 
was only during his nevitiate—a period of 
one year—not three. Even during this time 
the University of Erfurth “ inte receded for a 
time in his benalf, and obtained at least 
® mitigation of his trials.” After 
year passed he was received into the order 
ame as the others in all regards as to 
he standing.
